HERACLIUS CONSTANTINE 1 
(Constantine III) 

641 (January - April ?) 

Colleagues: Heraclonas and Martina 

Chronology 

Heraclius had endeavored to secure the future of his dynasty by elevating his son 
Heraclius Constantine to the rank of Augustus on 22 January 613, within a few months 
of his birth (3 May 612). But the boy, like all Heraclius' children, was sickly, and Her¬ 
aclonas Constantine, the eldest surviving son of Heraclius by his second wife Martina, was 
added as co-emperor in 638. Forty years earlier, Maurice had envisaged the eventual 
partition of the Empire between his sons Theodosius and Tiberius. Heraclius, instead, laid 
down in his will that his sons should rule jointly, respecting his widow Martina as "mother 

Eight months of political strife ensued. Martina was ambitious both on her own behalf 
and on that of Heraclonas, but she was intensely disliked and public sentiment in general 
favored Heraclius Constantine, and after the latter's death his son, the future Constans II. 
The family feud was exacerbated by religious dissension, for Martina’s chief supporter 
was the Monothelete patriarch, Pyrrhus. Heraclius Constantine died after a brief reign of 
just over three months, probably of consumption, though Martina was inevitably supposed 
to have poisoned him. Heraclonas was left sole Augustus, Heraclius Constantine having 
inexplicably failed to associate his young son with him as co-emperor. 

The precise dates of these events are uncertain, mainly because we do not know that 
of Heraclius’ death. Heraclius Constantine ruled for just over three months: 100 days 
— the wording indicates that it is intended only as a round number — according to John 
of Nikiu, 103 days according to Nicephorus. Most modem authors follow Nicephorus and 
reckon the 103 days from Heraclius’ supposed date of death on n February, putting

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Heraclius Constantine's death in consequence on 24 May. The recently discovered list of 
imperial obits,* however, gives 20 April, and since this is exactly 100 days from 11 January, 
the date given by the same source for Heraclius’ death, X am disposed to accept it. 

Coinage 

No coinage is commonly assigned to Heraclius Constantine’s brief reign as senior 
Augustus.* This is partly due to the absence of any two-figure coins on which he is asso¬ 
ciated with Heraclonas, partly to the absence of any bearing the double name Heraclius 
Constantine which had been regularly given him on coins on which he is associated with his 
father. Such a gap in minting is obviously strange, for a reign of over three months should 
have allowed sufficient time: coins of the four months’ joint reign of Justin I and Justinian 
are not excessively rare, and there are even two solidi known of the ten days’ joint reign 
of Justin II and TiberiusII. 4 But possible explanations are not lacking: perhaps a reluctance 
on the part of Heraclius Constantine to issue coins in the joint names of himself and Her¬ 
aclonas, perhaps a simple consequence of his state of health. According to John of Nikiu he 
had been seriously ill, spitting and vomiting blood, from the date of his accession or even 
earlier, and if it was indeed apparent that his reign would be short the authorities would 
have been in no hurry to prepare dies for a coinage. Another gap in the Byzantine coin 
series, that of the reign of Stauracius in the early ninth century, is certainly best explained 
in this way. He was badly wounded in the battle in which his father Nicephorus I was 
killed, and though his reign in fact lasted over two months it was evident from the first 
that he could not long survive. 

It is not necessary to invoke these explanations, however, for coins do exist which can¬ 
not be fitted into the sequence of issues of either Constans II or Constantine IV. Most of 
them, it will be argued later, belong to Heraclonas, but some rare solidi can best be attrib¬ 
uted to Heraclius Constantine. They give him the title of Constanlinus only, but this need 
occasion no surprise. He had been baptized Heraclius, but had been named in addition 
"the new Constantine" either at once or on the occasion of his coronation in January 613.* 
He figures under the double name of Heraclius Constantine on the coins on which he is 
associated with his father and as 'HpaKAaos 6 vfos KcovotcivtIvos or Heraclius Constanlinus 
novus in date formulae of the years from 613 onward.* In the 630’s, however, it was 
common to refer to him simply as "Constantine,” as for example in the official account 
of the promotion of Heraclonas to the rank of Augustus in July 638* and in the formal 
acclamations of the imperial colleagues in the following January.* There is therefore nothing 
surprising in his minting with the name of Constantine only, any more than there is in 
the omission of the name and effigy of Heraclonas from his coins. The association of a 
junior emperor on the coins was a privilege, not a right, and the relations between Her-

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aclius Constantine and his stepmother made the elimination of any reference to Heraclonas 
a matter of common prudence if the throne were in the future to be secured for Herac- 
lius Constantine’s own family. 

The coins in question are solidi with a youthful facing bust, beardless, wearing a helmet. 
They are distinguished from the solidi of Constans II by the small size of the head, its 
symmetrical hair, and the presence of a helmet; the portrait is totally unlike any of those 
of Constans and cannot be fitted into the pattern of the latter’s coins. It resembles that on 
the coins attributed to Heraclonas, though differing from these in being helmeted, and it 
could conceivably be another issue of this ruler. Certainly it must be very close to his 
coins in time, for the exergues of both series of solidi sometimes have CONOBK instead 
of CONOB, the only occasion on which this short-lived variant was used in the seventh 
century. In the circumstances, taking the shortness of the reigns into account, I believe 
that we are justified in attributing the two series of coins to different rulers. The fact of 
the helmeted bust being beardless is no argument against identifying it with Heraclius 
Constantine, for though he is sometimes shown with a short beard on the solidi of Herac¬ 
lius’ Class III (629-631), he is normally beardless on Heraclius’ last coinage. The presence 
or absence of a beard on coin portraits had not yet become the customary method of 
establishing the distinction between a senior emperor and his junior colleague, and in real 
life, at the time of Heraclius’ death, Heraclius Constantine may well have been clean-shaven. 

It is possible that some of the semisses and tremisses attributed to Constans II really 
belong to Heraclius Constantine, but with three emperors in succession bearing the name 
of Constanlinus and two of them reigning for only a few months it is impossible to separate 
their coins except where there is a change in type. Where no such change occurs, as with 
the semisses and tremisses, one has no alternative but to attribute the whole series to 
the emperor who had by far the longest reign. No silver coins are known with a helmeted 
bust resembling that of the gold. Nor are there any copper coins which can be satisfac¬ 
torily attributed to Heraclius Constantine. One is naturally tempted to suppose that the 
coin type so characteristic of Constans II’s early folles, a standing figure of the emperor 
with the inscription 4v ToCrreo vino {In hoc [signo] vinces ) 3 which had accompanied Constan¬ 
tine’s vision of the cross, was designed for Heraclius Constantine rather than for Constans II. 
Inscription and type together would have been more suited to a grown man than to a boy 
of eleven, more particularly to a man whose status as "the new Constantine” was one 
which his father had constantly sought to emphasize. But if Heraclius Constantine had 
struck folles in 641 they would have been dated Year 29, since he had become Augustus 
in 613, and no such coins are known. Coins dated Year 1 are of course plentiful, but it 
would have been quite contrary to custom for a Byzantine ruler to have started his regnal 
dating from his predecessor’s death and not from his own coronation. A departure from 
custom cannot be excluded, but unless and until further evidence is forthcoming it seems 
best to assign all coins dated Year 1 to Constans II. 

There are no specimens at Dumbarton Oaks of the solidi here attributed to Heraclius 
Constantine, but in view of their rarity and the fact that they are virtually unpublished, 
the four specimens known to me have been included in the catalogue and are illustrated on 
PL xxm.

HERACLONAS 

(CONSTANTINE HERACLIUS) 

641 (April ? - October ?) 

Colleagues: Martina, Constans II, and Tiberius 
Background and Chronology 

The emperor who is traditionally known under the diminutive form of Heraclonas 1 
— some scholars term him Heraclius II — was born in Lazica in the winter of 625/6.* The 
great Heraclius had been determined that the name of Constantine united with his own 
should become characteristic of the dynasty, and since the poor health of 'HpdKAtios 6 
vfo; Kcovtrravrivos and of succeeding children boded ill for the future, he had taken the 
precaution of giving the names of Heraclius or Constantine to two more sons. The first 
of these, "the other Constantine” (KcovotovtTvos fTcpos), was bom in 615 or 616 s but died as 
a child in the 620’s, during the Persian War. 4 The second, the one born in 625/6, was 
apparently baptized under the name of Constantine, for Theophanes, in recording his eleva¬ 
tion to the rank of Caesar in 632, describes him as Kuwrravrtvos 6 piKpos. 8 By that time, 
however, Heraclius Constantine had pre-empted the name of "Constantine,” so the new 
Caesar received the name of Heraclius in order to avoid confusion. He is always entitled 
Heraclius in dating formulae of the mid 630’s,* he was acclaimed as Heraclius when he be¬ 
came Augustus in 639,* and he is always referred to as Heraclius (or Heraclonas) by By-

zantine historians in describing his reign. On the coins that are best attributed to him, 
however, he is called Constantine, so presumably he reverted to his baptismal name after 
his uncle's death. He is not the only ruler of the sixth and seventh centuries to be given 
one name in the texts, another on the coins,* though the sons and grandsons of Herac- 
lius are unique in the state of confusion they managed to create for posterity in this 
respect. 

When Heraclius Constantine died early in 641 Heraclonas was fifteen, and completely 
under the domination of his mother. Heraclius Constantine’s own son Heraclius was ten,* 
and though his father had not given him the title of Augustus he had taken steps to 
build up a party of supporters who would work for the boy’s eventual succession. Martina 
managed to exile or otherwise dispose of a number of its members, but during the summer 
of 641 opinion swung more and more strongly in his favor, till eventually Heraclonas was 
compelled to crown him as his nominal colleague under the name of Constantine, abbrevi¬ 
ated by the general public to Constans (II). The empress countered this move by causing 
Heraclonas to crown her next surviving son David, who had received the title of Caesar 
in 638, as third co-emperor under the name of Tiberius. This further attempt to assure the 
future for her own children was the last straw, and provoked the Senate into violent and 
cruel action against Martina and her family. Heraclonas was arrested, deposed, and 
banished to Rhodes in company with his mother, Heraclonas having his nose slit and 
Martina her tongue cut out in order to prevent their return to power. Tiberius and an¬ 
other brother named Marinus, who had been created Caesar, suffered the same fate as 
Heraclonas, and another son, whose name we do not know, was so cruelly mutilated that 
he died of shock. By the end of 641, Constans II was left as sole emperor. 

The general circumstances and the order of events are clearer than the chronology, 
which is given differently by every modern author. Our uncertainty over the date of 
Heraclius' death, and consequently over that of Heraclius Constantine, has already been 
explained. The coronation of Constans II must have occurred in September or in the first 
days of October. Nicephorus places it at the time of the vintage — the popular discontent 
was fanned by difficulties over the gathering of the grapes — and since a Lateran synod 
which opened on 5 October 649 is dated the ninth year of Constans 1 * it must at any rate have 
been before 6 October 641. Heraclonas was deposed in late October or during November. 
We can date it roughly from the fact that Paul, formerly oeconomus of St. Sophia, was in 
October elected Patriarch of Constantinople in place of Pyrrhus, Martina’s staunchest 
supporter, who had fled from the city. Nicephorus implies that this took place before the 
downfall of Martina, John of Nikiu that it followed immediately upon it: certainly the 
two events were closely connected. A date in October or November would agree with the 
duration of six months for Heraclonas’ reign which is given by Theophanes.

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Coinage 

The coins which can best be attributed to Heraclonas are ones which are normally 
given to the early years of Constans II’s reign, but which in the case of the gold and 
silver have a different portrait, with a much smaller head, and in that of the copper are 
of a different type, with bust instead of standing figure. They may be listed as follows: 

(a) Constantinopolitan solidi on which the emperor is styled Constantinus and which 
are characterized by the emperor being shown with a very small head and wearing a crown. 
The small head separates them from the early portraits of Constans II, where the head 
is large; the crown distinguishes them from the helmeted bust of Heraclius Constantine, 
which they otherwise closely resemble. Although one cannot attach much weight to indica¬ 
tions of age, the bust with small head seems to represent a rather older person than does 
the large head on the coins of Constans II. The emperor’s hair is sometimes shown as 
symmetrical, as was that of Heraclius Constantine, sometimes asymmetrical, as that of 
Constans II was always to be, so that in this respect the coins mark a transition between 
the two reigns. Some of the coins have CONOBK instead of CONOB, a feature which they 
share with the solidi of Heraclius Constantine but which was not carried on under Con¬ 
stans 11“ 

(b) Silver coins, both ceremonial coins and hexagrams, with the same portrait as the 

(c) Folles of Constantinople having on the obverse a facing bust, beardless, with the 
inscription IT1PCR COflST and on the reverse M with the inscription ANANC09 and the 
date |. These coins are customarily attributed to Constans II, but one has only to arrange 
the sequence of early folles of Constans II to see the unlikelihood of this attribution. 
From Year x to Year 7 his folles have on the obverse a standing figure with the inscription 
En touto nika, and on the reverse a mark of value with the form Til. One cannot reasonably 
interpolate into this series an issue of Year 3 quite different in appearance, with a facing 
bust, another inscription, and a mark of value in the form M, more especially since coins 
of Year 3 also exist of the En touto nika type. 641 would correspond, at least in part, to 
Heraclonas' Year 3, since he was crowned Augustus in July 638 and publicly acclaimed in 
January 639.“ 

An obvious difficulty over such an attribution is the belief that some specimens of this 
type are overstruck on folles of Constans II with a standing figure and En touto nika, 
and therefore must be later than these in date. This is asserted by Wroth of one in the 
British Museum (W. 94) and by Dikigoropoulos of two in the Kharcha hoard (Nos. 97,137). 13 
If this were correct, and no En touto nika coins can be attributed to Heraclius Constan¬ 
tine — this is probable, but not certain — the Infer. Const, coins could not belong to

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Heraclonas. I doubt, however, if it is really the case. There is at Dumbarton Oaks a coin 
(p. 397, No. 5b) on which the main type is that with Inper. Const, but which shows to one 
side, on both faces of the coin, part of the inscription and types of an En touto nika coin. 
It was first catalogued as an Inper. Const, coin overstruck on an En touto nika one. A 
careful re-examination by Mr. Hendy and myself showed that it is the other way round. 
The En touto nika part of the coin is much thinner than the Inper. Const, one, showing 
that the second pair of dies hit the previous coin a glancing blow, deeply marking it only 
over a restricted part of the surface but leaving the earlier type intact over the rest. I 
believe the same to be true of the other alleged cases of overstriking involving both Inper. 
Const, and En touto nika types. 1 * 

(d) FoEes with the same obverse inscription and type save that the bust is bearded 
instead of beardless. The reverse type is differently arranged, the date, obliterated by 
later countermarks on the two recorded specimens of the coin, being placed beneath the 
mark of value. This coin was attributed by Wroth to some uncertain period of Constans II’s 
reign, the difficulty being once again that it did not fit easily into the natural sequence of 
that emperor's coinage. Despite the unexpectedly low weights of the two recorded specimens 
(2.15 g., 3.4 g) it seems natural to place the class immediately after the coins dated Year 3 
with beardless bust and to assume that it was struck after Heraclonas had been compeUed 
to accept Constans II as his colleague. A bearded bust may seem inappropriate for a boy 
of fifteen, but the Heraclian dynasty was nothing if not hirsute. Constans II's coins show 
him with a short beard at the age of sixteen and an immense one at that of twenty. 

(e) FoEes with an obverse similar to (c), with beardless bust, but having on the reverse 
a mark of value in the form FI, the inscription differently arranged, and a prominent 
SC 1 as mint-mark. These bear no resemblance at aE, in either type or fabric, to the other 
SiciEan foffes of the early years of Constans II, which have no obverse or reverse inscription, 
a different portrait, a mark of value in the form M surmounted by the imperial mono¬ 
gram, and neither mint-mark nor officina letter. The contrast is so marked that Ricotti 
assumed that both series could not be from the same mint and assigned the Inper. Const. 
ones to Catania instead of to Syracuse. There are a number of reasons, however, against 
ascribing them to Sicily at all. In the first place, the resemblance of their obverse type 
and lettering to those of the Constantinopolitan foEes is so close that it is difficult to be¬ 
lieve that both series are not the work of the same die-sinker. Second, they bear the officina 
letters A-€, as do the foEes of Constantinople, whEe no other copper coins of Sicfly have any 
officina letters at aE. Third, Eke the ConstantinopoEtan foEes of the same type, they are 
sometimes found overstruck on ConstantinopoEtan foEes of HeracEus of Year 30, which 
one could not expect of coins actuaEy minted in Sicily. FinaEy, the form of the Til and 
the arrangement of ANANC09 around it is carried on by the first issue of Constanti-

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nopolitan folles of Constans II. The conclusion seems to me inescapable that these coins 
were struck at Constantinople for the use of Sicily and not in the island itself, 16 and that in 
view of their close resemblance to the coins of (c) they should be attributed to Heraclonas. 

(f) Dodecanummia of Alexandria having on the obverse a facing beardless bust and on 
the reverse an M. with cross above, between the customary I and B.“ These coins, which 
are rather rare, are normally attributed to Heraclius, but their reverse type continues that 
of his last issue and they must therefore belong to one of his successors. Phillips attributed 
them to Constans II, since he did not envisage the possibility of any coins for Heraclius 
Constantine or Heraclonas, but the latter seems to me more probable. The Alexandrian 
authorities, both secular and ecclesiastical, were in close touch with Constantinople through¬ 
out 641, during the negotiations over the surrender of Egypt to the Arabs, and it is not 
likely that they would have omitted to strike coins with the effigy of the reigning emperor. 
The issue may have continued after the accession of Constans II into 642. 

(g) The characteristic "small head” of Heraclonas is found on three groups of Italian 

(x) Coins with the high annular border on the reverse, which is traditionally regarded 
as a mark of Ravenna. The reverse inscription has the formula AVCC, as had been custom¬ 
ary at Ravenna under Heraclius, instead of the AV94 which had replaced it in the East. 
There is one specimen of this class at Dumbarton Oaks (below. No. 11), but like the two 
others known to me its fabric is crude and I suspect that all three are to be regarded as 
contemporary imitations rather than actual products of the imperial mint. 

(2) Coins of rough style with K in the reverse field and with reverse inscription ending 
with a badly formed T which often assumes the form of a C. The style of the bust on the 
obverse is very like that of some specimens of the CONOBK series from Constantinople, 
but the coins are certainly not eastern. Under Constans II there are coins with a similar 
reverse, save that they have a high annular border; their obverse type is a large bust, 
with short beard. The coins of Constans II are presumably of Ravenna, but the same can 
scarcely be true of these ascribed here to Heraclonas. The probable mint is Rome, and the 
K in the field is presumably related to that after CONOB on the coins of Constantinople. 17 

(3) Coins of very good style with I in the reverse field and an inscription ending 0>. 
Ricotti, in his study of Byzantine-Sicilian coinage, attributes them to Syracuse, since these 
symbols on the reverse are amongst those which characterize the Syracusan mint under 
Constans II. Against such an attribution is the absence from the coin of the linear border, 
which later becomes one of the most invariable features of Syracusan coins. Since the ear¬ 
liest Sicilian coins of Constans II, however, show other anomalies, not least in the nature

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of their borders, it seems best to attribute these to the teething troubles of a newly estab¬ 
lished mint and accept the coin of Heraclonas as one of Syracuse. 

(h) Folles and half folles of Ravenna with a beardless bust dated Year 3. The Conslan- 
iinus of these coins could be either Heraclonas or Constans n, since the En touto nika 
class was never introduced at Ravenna. But the design of the bust and the size and gen¬ 
eral appearance of the coins are so unlike the folles of Year 4, which can only belong 
to Constans II, that I have little hesitation over assigning them to two different emperors. 

Among the coins commonly attributed to Constans II there may well be others which 
belong to Heraclonas, but I hesitate to make any other attributions without more evidence. 
Obvious candidates for transfer are the half folles of Constantinople (below, p. 461, Nos. 
91-92) with facing bust having a K as mark of value and Ananeo' as their inscription, for 
they would seem to form a natural counterpart to the Infer. Const, folles. 18 The objection 
to this is their size and weight; they are much too small to be acceptable half folles of this 
series. Despite their lack of correspondence to the follis types of Constans II, it seems 
best to leave them to his reign. 

The inscriptions U1P6R COT1SC and ANAN605 on the coins of Heraclonas are so anomal¬ 
ous that they merit comment. Imperator had never been a normal title on late Roman 
coins 19 and is used on only one other occasion in the entire Byzantine series. 29 A possible 
reason one can put forward for such a break with tradition, involving the introduction of a 
novel Latin title on coins struck at Constantinople at this date, 91 is that it may have been 
thought of primarily in connection with the folles intended for Syracuse and was used on 
the Constantinopolitan series as an afterthought. The other innovation is the inscription 
Ananeo', dvavfwois, i. e. “renewal" or "restoration," and Warren in his account of the 
Cyprus hoard compared it with such fourth-century coin inscriptions as Fel(ix) temp(orum ) 
refaratio, celebrating the renewal of a Golden Age, and Restitutor orbis. Although coins of 
this period can scarcely have been known to the Byzantine mint in the seventh century, it 
is clear that an attempt was being made, in face of the dangers which threatened the 
Empire, to revive the ideals of the Constantinian epoch. Such a program, like that implied 
by the En touto nika of Constans II’s coins, is something which one would associate more 
readily with Heraclius Constantine than with either Heraclonas or Constans II.

CONSTANS II 
September 641 - 15 July 668 
Colleagues: Constantine (IV), from 13 April 654 

Heraclius and Tiberius, from 2 June 659 

Chronology 

Constans II was bom on 7 November 630, 1 so that he was nearly eleven years old when 
he was crowned in September 641. His baptismal name was Heraclius, but he was given 
the name of Constantine, abbreviated in popular speech to Constans, at his coronation.* 
He became sole ruler with the deposition of Heraclonas in October or November 641, and 
the texts of two Italian charters show that he assumed the consulship, no doubt simply 
for dating purposes, in January 642.* He associated his son Constantine (IV) with him as 
emperor on Easter Sunday (13 April) 654. The dating of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
sessions of the Sixth Ecumenical Council (680/1) to the twenty-sixth and twenty-seventh 
regnal years of Constantine respectively 1 shows that the coronation took place between 
5 April and z6 April 654, and when circumstances permitted it was customary to associate 
such ceremonies with one or other of the great festivals of the Church. In 659, between 
27 April and 9 August and presumably on Whitsunday (2 June), he further associated with 
him his two younger sons, Heraclius and Tiberius; the limiting dates are again given by 
the acts of the Sixth Council, fifteenth and sixteenth Sessions. 6 He was murdered at Syra¬ 
cuse on 15 July 668. The Vila Vitaliani in the Liber Pontificalia gives 15 July of the 
eleventh Indiction, i. e. 669, which is evidently a slip, but the author is so well-informed 
about Constans’ visit to the West that the day can scarcely be an error. Most modem 
authorities 7 reject it in favor of September, since Constantine TV's post-consular dating 
began on some day between 16 September and 6 November, but this must represent the

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occasion of his proclamation at Constantinople as senior emperor after the news of his 
father's death had reached the city. 8 

The dating of the three main phases of Constans II's coinage, 641-654, 654-659, and 
659-668, is therefore straightforward, but his solidi form seven classes, the types of which 
are in varying degrees copied by the silver and copper, and their dating is more difficult 
to determine. The classes are as follows:

Classes Ijll. There are three clues to the date of this transition. 

(a) Constantinopolitan solidi on which a beard has been added as a row of dots round a 
previously beardless face are associated with reverses having an 6 or S in the field. These 
form part of a date sequence running from 6 (= 5) to H (= 8). 10 If these stand for regnal 
years the transition would have taken place in 645/6 (Year 5), if they stand for indictions 
the date would be 646/7 — or rather, since the C/S overlap shows the transition to have 
taken place towards the end of the first "year” in question, it would be the summer of 
646 or that of 647. Since the indiction was not much used on coinage outside Carthage, 
the presumption would be that the figures referred to regnal years unless evidence to the 
contrary were forthcoming. 

(b) A recently published hoard of Constantinopolitan folles contained a small group of 
coins with similarly altered dies, or at least with dotted beards. 11 Most of these are dated 
[Year] 7, but some are of [Year] 6, and although these coins do not formally bear the 
word Anno, there can be no doubt that the numerals on the coins refer to regnal years. 

(c) There are rare Syracusan half folles with a similarly added beard and the date 
ANN Z, i. e. Anno 7 = 647/8. Here only a regnal year can be involved. 
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It consequently seems clear that the change from Class I to Class II took place at 
Constantinople towards the end of Indiction 5 = Regnal Year 6, i. e. in the summer of 
647, but a little later, after the beginning of Regnal Year 7 (autumn 647) at Syracuse. 
The dated solidi of Class II are of 647 (€), 647/8 (S), 648/9 (Z), and 649/50 (H). 

Classes II/III. Wroth ascribed the introduction of the long-bearded bust to 651/2 on 
the ground that a standing figure with a long beard first occurs on Constantinopolitan 
folles of this year (dated IA; below. No. 69). It could, however, have been earlier, for 
there are no Constantinopolitan folles that can be dated firmly to Year 10, or indeed to 
Years 8-10, and in any case Constantinopolitan copper often lagged behind the gold in the 
introduction of new types. Provincial mints were sometimes quicker off the mark — Ra¬ 
venna introduced the figure of Heraclonas on the follis, in imitation of the gold, in Year 23, 
while Constantinople did not do so till Year 30 — and the same was apparently the case 
here, for there are half folles of Syracuse with long beard (below, No. 183) which are dated 
AN I, i. e. Anno 10 = 650/1. Since there also exist undated solidi of Constantinople of 
Class II, which came after those with date-letter H (= 649/50) and consequently can them¬ 
selves be dated 650/1, we can safely ascribe the introduction of the long-bearded bust to 
651, when the emperor was in his twenty-first year. 

Classes V, VI, VII. These classes necessarily belong to the years 659-668, but we have 
few clues as to their precise dating or even their order of issue. Such information as is 
available regarding the second Asclepeion hoard from Athens (1877) suggests the order 
indicated. This hoard consisted mainly of coins of Class VI, evidently those forming the 
normal currency at the date of burial (662/3?), and only a few of Class V (which anyway 
are rarer than the others) and one of Class VII, but its evidence is not conclusive, since 
there is some confusion regarding the exact contents of the hoard. 18 Class VII is certainly 
the last: it corresponds to Class 12 of the folles, which were issued at the very end of the 
reign, either in Year 24 or (more probably) in Years 26 and 27, and it is the only one of 
the three which was not copied elsewhere, at Carthage or at Syracuse. Class IV can be 
placed before Class V on several grounds. The inscription on the obverse tends to be less 
fragmentary; the bust of Constantine is always small, while on Class V it is sometimes 
small, sometimes large; and the crest of the emperor’s helmet has always a serrated top, 
while on Class V this is sometimes simplified to a straight line. Against these considerations 
is the fact that Class VI has CONOB sometimes followed by another letter or a cross, a 
feature which links it with Classes I-IV but wluch is not found in Classes V or VII. This 
may be due, however, to the coins of Class V being rarer than the others, so that such 
variants remain to be discovered, and I am not disposed to attach much weight to it. 
Precise dating must remain conjectural. The Asclepeion hoard is generally associated with 
Constans II’s wintering in Athens in 662/3, which if correct and the evidence be trust¬ 
worthy would imply that Class VI was the usual currency in 662 and Class VII introduced 
c. 663. Class VI probably dates from c. 661.

General Features of the Coinage 

The reign is characterized by an enormous growth in the coinage of the Western mints, 
particularly in that of Syracuse. This started early in the 640’s and was well under way 
in the 650’s, so that it was in no sense a consequence of Constans’ migration to Sicily in 
663. Rather it would be true to say that this emperor, in carrying out a project envisaged 
at one moment by Heraclius and faintly adumbrated by Maurice’s project of partitioning 
the Empire between his sons Theodosius and Tiberius, was only reflecting what to many 
must have seemed a change in the balance of power within the Empire. That this change 
was not to become permanent — that the southern Balkans were to be recovered from the 
Slavs, that a satisfactory frontier was to be established in Asia Minor, that North Africa 
and Sicily were in due course to succumb to the Arabs — was something which at the 
time no one could have been expected to foresee. By the end of the seventh century the 
balance of power had again swung eastwards in favor of the Greek half of the Empire, but 
the possibility of a different pattern of development was for a time a very real one. 

The gold is of good quality and very abundant, while silver was struck in quantity in 
the East. The copper of Syracuse and Carthage was well-designed, plentiful, and for the 
most part carefully struck. That of Constantinople, on the other hand, is the worst in the 
whole Byzantine series. The coins are low in weight and mean in appearance, being so badly 
struck that the details are fudged and the dates and officina letters frequently off the 
flan or illegible. They are extraordinarily varied in design. Instead of the same type con¬ 
tinuing year after year for long stretches at a time, as had been customary in the past, 
with rare changes except where room had to be found for a new imperial colleague, they 
are constantly and to all appearances quite pointlessly altered at short and quite irregular 
intervals. Some of the changes in design may have been accompanied by modifications 
in weight, but since the coins are invariably overstruck on old and usually clipped flans, 
while existing specimens are normally badly worn and have generally been cleaned in 
order to make them legible at all, it is quite impossible to plot the decline of the follis 
in any intelligible fashion. 13 All that can be said is that fairly well preserved folles of 
the later years of the reign are sometimes found weighing no more than 3.5 g., as 
against the 5 g. of the last issue of Heraclius, the 11 g. of Phocas, and the 22 g. of the 
heaviest issue of Justinian I. It is no exaggeration to say that in weight the follis of the 
650’s corresponded to the half follis of the 620’s and the decanummium of the late sixth 
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century. Fractions were rarely struck save in the West, where the half follis — weighing as 
much as the eastern follis — was the normal copper coin during the first half of the reign 
and was only in process of replacement by a lighter follis towards its close. 

The major innovation of Constans II’s early coinage is the obverse type of the follis. 
This consists of the standing figure of the emperor, wearing a chlamys and holding a long 
cross, with the inscription €N T8TO NIKA. It first appears on folles of Year I at Constan¬ 
tinople, the reverse of the same coins having an 111 between ANA and N€09, i. e. essentially 
the same type as the coins of Heraclonas. The obverse type and inscription are used, with 
interruptions, down to Year 16, as also is the reverse inscription, but this is placed in 
varying positions in relation to the mark of value. The obverse type and inscription are 
also used on undated folles and half folles of Carthage which can be assigned to the opening 
two or three years of the reign, while on decanummia of the same mint the €N T8TO 
NIKA is shown with a facing bust. Alexandria copied the obverse type, but without the 
inscription. The Ananeo' reverse is limited to Constantinople and Syracuse. 

The reign of Heraclius had accustomed users to standing effigies on the coins, but these 
had usually been identified by monograms or initials and had not been accompanied by 
anything resembling the famous text (tv) toOtco vIko, more familiar in its expanded Latin 
version, In hoc signo vinces, which had accompanied Constantine’s vision of the cross.” 
The anomaly is that a type with a standing and not obviously juvenile figure should have 
been thought appropriate for a boy only eleven years of age. One wonders whether the 
coinage had not been originally designed for Heraclius Constantine, ‘HpcncXEios 6 vtos 
KcovotovtIvo?, whose style as "the new Constantine” is constantly emphasized by Byzan¬ 
tine chroniclers, and only taken over by Constans II through his having the same name as 
his father. Since the coins are dated Year iff., however, none of those we possess can be 
earlier than the reign of Constans II. 

Seven mints are known to have struck coin under Constans II: Constantinople, Alex¬ 
andria, Carthage, Syracuse, Naples, Rome, and Ravenna. Bosporos, which had counter- 
marked coins under Heraclius, seems also to have minted briefly, and some of the Con- 
stantinopolitan coins may have been struck on behalf of Thessalonica. Syracuse, as has 
been noted already, emerged as one of the chief mints of the Empire; Rome and Ravenna 
did no more than maintain the rather low level of activity that they had exhibited earlier. 
Naples was unknown to Wroth and its production was small, but its existence is vouched 
for by the existence of half folles with mint-mark N€ which are sometimes of known Neapo¬ 
litan provenance. The classification of the gold coinage poses a number of difficulties. 
Coins of Constantinople and Carthage are easily identifiable, the globular character of the 
Carthaginian solidi becoming even more accentuated than it had been under Heraclius. The 
central core of the Sicilian issues — they are the "flat fabric” coins which Wroth attribu¬ 
ted to Carthage — can also be separated off from the other western issues. There remain 
substantial numbers of solidi, semisses, and tremisses whose allocation to individual Ital¬ 
ian mints is still largely guesswork. The stylistic evidence is not always clear, and we do 
not yet know the meaning of the letters and symbols which are found in the field or at 
the ends of the reverse inscriptions. 
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Three of the mints need not be discussed separately- Thessalonica was not admitted as 
a mint by Wroth, but it seems reasonable to assume that hexagrams and folles of Constan- 
tinopolitan fabric on which a conspicuous © seems intended to ful fi ll the role of a mint- 
mark were struck on its behalf. Possibly solidi with C0N0B9 or with 0 after the reverse 
inscription were also struck for its use, but since these are paralleled by coins on which 
other letters or symbols occupy the same positions it seems more prudent to leave them 
to Constantinople. Alexandria was firmly established as a mint for Constans II by J. R. 
Phillips, who transferred to his reign a number of coins assigned by Wroth to Heraclius. 
The possible attribution of coins to Bosporos is examined in the Introduction, pp. 38-9, 
and the particular features of the mints of the Italian mainland are best dealt with in the 
notes to the text of the catalogue. There remain Constantinople, Carthage, and Syracuse. 

CONSTANTINOPLE 

The solidi and hexagrams are chiefly puzzling because of the letters which frequently 
occur in the field, or (on the solidi) after CONOB, or at the end of the reverse inscriptions; 
they are set out in tabular form and discussed on pp. m-17. The copper coinage is one of 
great complexity. Although most of the issues are common, a high proportion of the coins 
are of little value for study because essential elements in their precise identification, usually 
either date or officina letter or both, are illegible. Until recently most of our knowledge 
was based on three Cypriote hoards, two of them unfortunately dating from the reign of 
Constantine IV. This meant that every coin in them was partly defaced by a countermark 
imposed on all coins circulating in the island early in that emperor’s reign. Most of the 
specimens in the British Museum came from a hoard found in 1858; Wroth’s achievement 
in making sense of the chronology and types and in describing these unbelievably ill- 
struck coins, identifying their irrationally placed dates and officina marks and disentan¬ 
gling their complex pattern of overstrikes, is deserving of the highest praise. 1 * Two other 
hoards, from Soli and Kharcha, 16 added essential material, and Dikigoropoulos in his 
account of the latter was able to correct some errors into which Wroth had fallen, and 
clarify at one point a confusion between date and officina letters over which he had gone 
badly astray. To these three Cypriote hoards a fourth, of Turkish origin, has recently been 
added; 17 its contents are important for the early coinage. Constans II's folles have been 
found in some quantity in excavations in Greece and Turkey, but though they have escaped 
the countermarking of the Cypriote hoards they are always badly preserved, and what 
has been published does not add materially to our knowledge.

A table oi issues is set out on p. 409. Some dates (Years 8, 9, 10, 22, 24, 26, 27) are 
unaccounted for, so that further types may still come to light. The €N T8TO NIKA and 
ANANE09 inscriptions have been discussed already, but some comments on the mint, 
officina and date letters are necessary, for it is in the placing of these that the major 
difficulties in the series lie. 

An initial problem was created by the introduction of a reverse inscription. Ananeo' left 
little room for either ANNO or CON, while Til was less convenient than M for fitting in an 
officina letter. In Class 1 the officina letter and the regnal year were placed side by side 
Al, Bl, Tl, etc.), without explanation, beneath the ID. This was apparently found con¬ 
fusing, so in Class 2 the arrangement of Ananeo' was changed to allow for 0®A, i. e. 
6f ikkIvo — a Graecization of officina and its only occurrence on any Byzantine coin — to 
be placed to the left of the TTI and identify the officina letter just below it. 18 Class 3 dropped 
this arrangement in favor of an officina letter more or less isolated beneath the mark of 
value and the date, with a cross above and below, to the left of the latter. 1 * 

These relatively clear arrangements did not last. Class 4, introduced in Year 4, saw a 
reversion to the type of Class 1, with all the confusions that went with it. Wroth failed 
altogether to understand the arrangement, making the unhappy suggestion that all the 
numerals beneath the mark of value, even though their notations were different, should be 
added together as dates (Al = 2, All = 3, Bl also = 3, etc.). Dikigoropoulos, with better 
preserved material and more of it, found the solution: the Greek numerals, whether placed 
to the right or left of the Roman ones, are always officina letters and the Roman ones 
— 4 is, as usual, treated as Roman — are dates. The final stroke of the date, however, is 
easily confused with the terminal abbreviation of Ananeo , which is often simplified from 

The ending of the Kharcha hoard in Year 7 leaves us badly informed about the coins of 
the years immediately following. None are known of Years 8, 9, or 10. The coin in the 
British Museum (No. 180) with a facing bust and short beard, which Wroth dated doubt¬ 
fully "Before circ. A. D. 651/2 ?,” is better given to Heraclonas (above, p. 398, No. 6).

CONSTANS 


Class 5 in its two varieties lasted through five years (11-15), but the coinage of Years 
15-17 is once again in confusion, with four known types dated Year 15, two dated Year 16, 
and two dated Year 17. One’s natural conclusion is that several mints were at work, but 
the coins are all alike in fabric and it seems impossible to differentiate between them, 
though the eccentric KCONCTAN on Class 6 has misled some scholars into attributing the 
whole series to a mint at Constantia (Salamis) in Cyprus.*® 

Coins with the standing figures of Constans n and his son (Class 8) start in Year 15, 
i. e. 655/6, which is later than one would expect, since Constantine was already co-emperor 
in April 654, i. e. before the end of Year 13. They are known for Years 15,16, and 17. No 
coins of Year 18 have been recorded, but they may exist among unidentified ones of Class 8. 

With Class 9 new difficulties arose, since in 659 four imperial colleagues had, if possible, 
to be accommodated on the coins. Precedent was thrown to the winds and date, mark of 
value, and officina letter were moved to the obverse, beside the standing figure of Constans, 
while the standing figures of his three sons occupied the whole of the reverse. Coins of this 
type (Class 9) are known for Years 19,20,21, and 23, but not, rather strangely, for Year 22. 
Those of Year 19 are a little difficult to classify, for the die-sinkers, accustomed to putting 
an officina letter on their obverse dies, continued the practice on the new class, and since 
little care was taken to match such dies with obverses bearing the same letter there is much 
muling of officina marks. By Year 20 the situation had been cleared up, officina letters being 
confined to the obverses of the coins. 

No coins are recorded for Year 24. For Year 25 (665/6) there is a type (Class 10) with 
two standing figures on both obverse and reverse, but with date left on the obverse and 
mark of value and officina letter moved back to the reverse. Finally there are undated coins 
(Class 11) with a large bust of Constans II, helmeted, on the obverse and M and three busts 
on the reverse. They correspond to Class VII of the solidus and are not rare; there were no 
fewer than 80 of them in the Cyprus hoard of 1858. Wroth was inclined to attribute them 
to Year 24, but it seems more likely that they represent the coinage of Years 26 and 27, 
the last of the reign. 

Half folles were issued during most of the reign, and decanummia during its last decade, 
but there are apparently no pentanummia. Comparatively little is known of these low de¬ 
nominations, which would not tend to be hoarded and when found in excavations are usual¬ 
ly in poor condition and practically illegible. The recorded decanummia, with a long- 
bearded bust as obverse type, are all dated Years 20-25 (= 659/60-665/6). Why the denomi¬ 
nation should have been revived in this period is hard to see. 

The half folles are more complicated. A table of issues known at present* 1 will be found 
on p. 41 x, but there are so many gaps that new types probably remain to be discovered, 
and the dating and even the descriptions of those that are known can only be provisional 
in character. The types do not always correspond to those of the folles of the same dates, 
but such discrepancies are not uncommon in the fractional coinage of the period. 

Class 1. Dated Year 3. There is no corresponding follis having M with date to the right.

Classes 2 and 3. These have no legible inscriptions, and the differing style and module 
of the two specimens here of Class 2 (beardless bust) makes it difficult to believe that they 
really go together. The dotted beard of Class 3 presumably dates it with the folles of Years 
6 and 7, though these have a standing figure and not a facing bust. Class 2 would thus be 
641-C.646, being struck either before or after Class 1, but a satisfactory classification must 
await the discovery of more specimens. 

Class 4. The armored figure on the obverse corresponds to that introduced by Constans 
on Class 8 of the follis, though he is there accompanied by his son. The half follis is likely 
to have been of the same date, i. e. Year 15, since it retains the ANAN60? inscription 
which ended on the follis of this year. 

Class 5. The only coin of this type (two standing figures, Constans wearing armor) 
having a clearly legible date is of Year 16 — or Year 17 if one interprets an ambiguously 
formed numeral as 4 instead of H. The corresponding follis type (Class 8) starts in Year 15. 
Whether the same half follis continued in subsequent years, as did the follis, is not known. 
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Class 6. This type, having a single bust of Constans with a long beard, could have been 
struck at any time after 651 but was in fact contemporary with the dated decanummia of 
the 66o’s (below, Nos. 96-100), the only ones of the reign, since the obverses of these are 
frequently struck with half follis dies. The reversion to a single bust, with no attempt at 
including the three junior co-emperors, is to be explained by the size of the coin and the 
difficulty of inserting four effigies in so small a space. 

CARTHAGE 

The disappearance of all the great Eastern mints save Constantinople and Thessalonica 
left Carthage the second most important mint in the Empire. It struck in gold, silver, and 
copper, and its output thoughout the reign, save in silver, was very large. 

The gold coinage consisted mainly of the traditional globular solidi. There are six 
classes of these, corresponding to Classes I-VI of Constantinople; only Class VII, the last 
of the reign, is unrepresented. There was a partial breakdown of the system of indictional 
dating so characteristic of Carthaginian solidi over the preceding sixty years. Classes I and 
II are apparently undated; such terminal letters as can be read on the reverses — this is 
often very difficult, in view of the small size of the flans, and is usually impossible on 
published photographs — do not seem to fit in with the indictions of the years over which 
they were issued. Classes III and IV saw a resumption of dating, though this is not done 
very clearly and the date letters are on the reverses only. Classes V and VI, without reverse 
inscriptions, are again undated. Throughout the reign, and particularly on Class I, letters or 
stars occur frequently in the reverse field (table on p. 118). No explanation for these has yet 
been found. 

The fractional gold is very rare and the silver coins are not common, though several 
types were struck. No attempt was made to introduce the hexagram. 

The copper is extremely common and was evidently struck in great quantities, partly no 
doubt to compensate for the small issues of the preceding reign. The coins are heavier than 
those of Constantinople and of much better workmanship. The chief denomination was 
the half follis; pentanummia were not struck at all and decanummia only rarely, while folles 
only became common in the last years of the reign with Class 6. None of the coins are dated, 
so that only an approximate chronology can be worked out. Most of them are overstruck, 
usually on coins of the preceding issue, and one can only guess at the reasons. Class 2 may 
have replaced Class x because it was felt that the coins should bear the emperor's name, 
while Class 3 was probably intended to celebrate the suppression of Gregorius’ rebellion and 
the conclusion of peace with the Arabs in 647. Certainly the overstriking was not done for 
economic reasons, since it normally occurs on coins of the same denomination, and the 
clipping of the flans associated with countermarking in the East is almost completely 

Class 1. 641-C.643. The folles and half folles have on the obverse a standing figure and 
the inscription €N T8TO NIKA, copied from the folles of Constantinople. That they rep¬ 
resent the first type of the reign is proved by the half folles being frequently overstruck 
by those of Class 2. The Carthaginian coins are so much superior to those of the capital 
that they have sometimes been regarded as earlier in date. Wroth ascribed them to Her- 
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aclius; 22 I suggested in 1950 that they might have been struck during the Interregnum;® 
Kiithmann argued on the basis of a countermarked specimen that they belonged to Her- 
aclius, but to a later period in the reign than Wroth had believed. 24 Be l li n ger, in his account 
of the coins of Jerash” attributed them to Constans II, and Phillips 24 finally settled the 
question in favor of this ruler by publishing a specimen overstruck on a coin of Heraclius. 
Kiithmann's coin was overstruck on an already countermarked one of Heraclius, not vice 

The decanummia of this issue, known only from Sabatier, have a facing bust with the 
€N T8TO NIKA inscription. They had no Eastern prototype, and a bust was evidently 
preferred to the standing figure because of their small module. 

Class 2 . C.643-C.647. Folles, half folles, and decanummia with beardless bust, the reverse 
type being a cross between numerals adding up to the mark of value. The issue presuma¬ 
bly ended c.647, when the bearded type was introduced at Constantinople. 

Class 3. c.647. Half folles with a bearded bust and a large K between the letters of 
the mint-mark (CR T9). The attribution and approximate dating are determined by the 
bust, which is recognizably that of Constans II, and by the use of CRT9 instead of KRT9, 
since the spelling with C is peculiar to the early years of Constans II’s reign. It may not 
seem reasonable to elevate an issue of coins represented only by a single known specimen to 
the status of a "class,” but the reverse type is quite distinctive in character. Probably the 
mint was instructed to devise a type having a mark of value placed between the mint- 
letters, but what it produced was not considered satisfactory, and it was immediately 
replaced by Class 4. 

Class 4. c.647-659 (?). Half folles and decanummia. 27 They are remarkable in having 
as obverse type a consular bust, the only use made of this in any mint during Constans II's 
reign. The design is also unusual in providing Constans with a globus cruciger, as well as a 
mappa and a crown with a prominent trefoil ornament instead of a cross. Since the bust has 
a short beard the date must be 647 or a little later, and since 647 was an eventful year in 
North Africa it is reasonable to assume that the type was intended to celebrate the Arab 
peace. The coins are extremely common, and probably of two different weight standards. It 
is reasonable to suppose that their issue filled the time between the class with a beardless 
bust and the coins with the three sons, i. e. c.647-659. 

Class 5. Folles, half folles, and decanummia with four co-emperors and consequently 
dateable to 659-668. The type was based on that of the Constantinopolitan solidus and 
requires no comment.

but have on the reverse W with •+• above and beneath. There are three specimens in the Bib- 
lioth&jue Nationale. 
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The Syracusan coinage of Constans II consists partly of gold and partly of copper. The 
gold is stylistically homogeneous and attributable to Sicily on the evidence of provenance.® 8 
Most of the folles have the mint-mark SCL (Classes 3-6); those of Classes 1 and 2 and the 
rare half folles and decanummia are attributable on stylistic evidence and that of over¬ 
strikes. The coinage was struck in great quantity, especially during the first two decades of 
the reign. In the last few years it seems to have been less plentiful, though one would ex¬ 
pect the reverse to have been the case, since Constans took up his residence at Syracuse in 
the late summer of 663 and remained there until his death in 668. 

The most characteristic features of the gold coins are certain letter forms, notably an A 
elongated sideways (V - ), a thin linear border, usually most conspicuous on the reverse, and 
the presence of unusual letters in the reverse field and at the end of the reverse inscrip¬ 
tions. These features developed gradually during the 640’s, being already fully recognizable 
on the coins of Class 2 (647-650). Coins of Class 1 are attributable to Sicily in part because 
of their general resemblance to the later coins and in part because they are linked to these 
by the use of the same letters in the field or after the reverse inscription. 

The dating of the solidi is determined by their types, the sequence of which follows 
that of Constantinople. Only in Class V do the patterns slightly diverge. Coins of this class 
at Syracuse differ from those of Constantinople in that Constans II is shown wearing a 
crown, as on coins of the preceding class, instead of being helmeted, and in that the reverse 
type is a cross potent on globe and steps instead of a simple cross on globe, without steps. 
Syracuse also struck no equivalent of Class VII, perhaps because by that date the emperor 
was already in residence in the city and regular supplies of coin were available from the 
capital. 28 

The letters in the field and margin, of which a table will be found on p. 120, are a mys¬ 
tery. On the solidi the letters in the field are limited to Classes I-IV; on Classes V and VI 
they have been crowded out by the addition of the two standing figures to the type and 
transferred to the end of the inscription, the T of Classes V and VI linking up with the T of 
Class IV and the H of Class VI having its equivalent in the H in the field of the semisses 
and tremisses. The I" is in fact placed vertically in relation to the axis of the coin, not 
following the circle of the inscription, as if to emphasize the fact that it has been displaced 
from the field, and although this arrangement was not continued for the H it became a 
regular practice later. 

The Sicilian folles form six classes, which are set out in tabular form on p. 415. Their 
order of issue is for the most part settled by the types themselves but is confirmed by the 
evidence of overstriking, a practice which was common throughout the reign. There is a 
contrast between the folles, which with the exception of one issue are undated, and the half 
folles and decanummia, which are all dated, though only to three different regnal years. 
Probably folles were struck more or less regularly, fractional coinage only as it was re¬ 
quired. Another feature is the absence of any obverse inscription; for the remainder of the

century, indeed, emperors are identified on Sicilian copper coins by their portrait and by 
their monogram on the reverse. The mint-mark SCL was introduced on the folles of Class 3. 
The variety of the types, and some of the decorative details — or a palm branch in the 
obverse field of two types of half follis — are a foretaste of the inventiveness of the Sicilian 
moneyers in the later years of the century. The flans are usually thick and rather heavy, but 
occasionally very thin and light ones occur. 





CONSTANS 


The chronology can be conveniently discussed here. 

Classes i, 2. These two classes of follis cover the years 641-650. The folles are undated, 
but the transition to the type with short beard is determined by the half folles dated 
AN(no) Z = Year 647/8, of which there are two varieties, one with the beard represented 
as a row of dots and the other with a beard formed in the usual manner by short 
strokes. Since these dated coins of Year 7 overlap with the Constantinopolitan solidi of 
[Indiction] 5 (= 546/7) with a dotted beard, the transition from Class x to Class 2 can 
be dated to the summer of 647. 

A point of some interest is that while at Constantinople the dotted beards on solidi 
dated € and S represent alterations to dies on which the emperor was originally represented 
as beardless, the dotted beards on the Syracusan coins are found on newly prepared dies 
of Class 2, not old dies of Class 1, for the emperor’s hair is asymmetrical (curving up¬ 
wards on left, downwards on right) instead of symmetrical (downwards on both sides), as 
it had been on coins of Class x. Presumably the mint, on receiving the first “bearded” 
models from Constantinople, thought that the proper way to show the new feature was 
by dots, and only replaced these subsequently by short strokes. 

Class 3. The follis with long beard is undated, but the corresponding half folles and 
decanummia are dated AN(no) I (i. e. iota) = Year 10 (= 650/1). Wroth realized that the 
long beard excluded the first year of the reign, but despite the existence of coins with Z did 
not think of interpreting the I as a Greek letter; instead he adopted, albeit hesitantly, the 
farfetched suggestion made by an anonymous contributor to the Numismatic Circular (VoL 
13,1904, col. 8015) that the figure marked the first year of Constans II’s residence at Syra¬ 
cuse. The interpretation of the date as Year 10 by Bertel^ and Ricotti is in every way to be 
preferred, and carries with it the important corollary that the introduction of the long- 
bearded bust must be dated a year earlier than Wroth supposed (above, p. 404). 

Class 4. In 652/3 Syracuse followed the example of Constantinople by introducing a follis 
with the standing figure of the emperor, one indeed which is notably better designed than 
that of the capital. The switch to indictional dating was presumably inspired by a desire to 
date the coins IA, like those which inaugurated the parallel series in the East. The coins 
are anonymous, a cross replacing the Constantinian monogram over the M, but the portrait 
would leave no doubt as to the ruler’s identity. 

Class 3. The folles with two figures belong to 654-659. 

Class 6. Folles with four figures cannot be more exactly dated than 659-668, but the 
half follis has been a source of some difficulty. It is dated ANNO A, a figure irreconcilable 
as a regnal year with the presence of two busts. Ricotti rightly assumed that the mark of 
value must be regarded as part of the date, making ANNO KA = Year 24 = 664/5, only 
two emperors (instead of four) being shown because of inadequate space on the coin. A 
complication is created by the alleged existence of a decanummium (Ricotti 83) with a 
single bearded bust and the date +ANNO A, which one would expect to be of the same 
year as this, but with a date which cannot be construed as Year 24. Ricotti dated it to 
654/5, adding the I (mark of value) and the A together. He cites it from a specimen in the 
Museum at Syracuse, but no such coin is now to be found there, and it is perhaps a mis¬ 
read coin with ANNO I. 
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The coinage of the Italian mainland under Constans II is relatively unimportant and 
contrasts sharply with that of Sicily, where both gold and copper were struck in such 
abundance. It is true that silver continued to be m inted at only Rome and Ravenna, but 
the quantities involved were by now minute. It is also true that tremisses of Ravenna are 
relatively common. Otherwise all mainland gold is rare; many varieties, moreover, are 
known from only one or two specimens; so there are probably many gaps in the series 
that remain to be filled. The contrast with the huge Sicilian issues of gold, in all 
denominations, is very striking. It is almost equally so with the copper. While Sicily, 
almost throughout the reign, struck folles in great quantity, and a certain number of half 
folles and decanummia, the mainland mints struck almost no folles—Rome literally none 
at all—and very little fractional copper. Mint output is not, when taken by itself, a very 
safe testimony to economic prosperity, but the sharp differences here between Sicily and 
the mainland is clear evidence of the advantages which accrued to the former from its 
island position and the protection which the Byzantine fleet could give it against Lombard 
attacks.

198-199 Wroth attributed the first of these types to Carthage under Heraclius, with the reservation 
that the coin might be a barbarous imitation; the second, which is indisputably of Constans II. 
he gave to Rome. Ratto firmly moved the latter back to Carthage. It is clear that the type is 
copied from that struck at Carthage under Phocas and Heraclius. where the X is flanked by 
NM (i. e. nummi); cf. above, p. 199, No. 117; p. 212, No. 8; and p. 351, Nos. 236-8. But 
similar coins of Constans II do not fit into the general pattern of his Carthage issues, and the 
bust of No. 199 is very like that of the Italian silver coins of the same type. I therefore follow 
Wroth, with some hesitation, and transfer No. 199 — and, with it, No. 198 — to Rome. 
Presumably African small change was circulating in Italy and so seemed a suitable model to 
copy, even if the NM was no longer understood and consequently was blundered.

CONSTANTINE IV 1 

13 April 654 -10 July 685 
(effectively from c. October 668) 

Colleagues: Heraclius and Tiberius, to autumn 681 

Constantine was bom in the early 650’s, the exact year being unknown, and associated 
co-emperor by his father on 13 April 654. 2 He became senior Augustus in July 668, but the 
news of Constans II’s death was slow in reaching Constantinople and he cannot have been 
proclaimed before the autumn. The acts of the Sixth Oecumenical Council (7 November 
680 — 16 September 681) are all dated to his thirteenth Post-Consulship, which implies 
that his formal accession occurred between 17 September and 6 November 668.* His two 
brothers Heraclius and Tiberius, who had been crowned Augusti in 659, were at first his 
nominal colleagues, but after the close of the Sixth Oecumenical Council they were de¬ 
posed and deprived of their noses, whereupon, to useTheophanes' somewhat illogical phrase, 
Constantine began "to rule alone with his son Justinian.’’ The latter cannot have become 
more than Caesar, however, since he does not appear on the coins, and the dating of 
documents in his reign points to his having become Augustus only on his father’s death. 4 
This event is usually placed in September 685, but 10 July is given in a list of imperial obits 
and is probably correct. 5 

The fact that Constantine came to the throne in formal association with his two 
brothers, and subsequently deposed them, has led to much confusion, since later chroniclers 
did not understand exactly what had happened or when the events in question occurred. 
According to Michael the Syrian and Barhebraeus, Constantine on his accession proclaimed 
the principle of co-rulership and ordered the effigies of his brothers to be placed on the 
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coins.* Later he deposed them, but had to bow to a popular reaction in their favor; since 
there was a Trinity in Heaven, so the cry went, it was appropriate that there should be 
one on earth. They were therefore restored, but in due course, having executed the leaders 
of the opposition, Constantine deposed them again, this time cutting off their noses in 
order to prevent their return to power. 

Our difficulty lies in the dating of these events. The Byzantine and Syrian historians 
evidently based their narratives on some general account of how Constantine got rid of his 
brothers and came to rule alone, but they have confused this with the constitutional arrange¬ 
ments made by the emperor in 668 and consequently distorted its meaning. The lined 
deposition of Heraclius and Tiberius certainly belongs to 681. The sessions of the Sixth 
Oecumenical Council, from 7 November 680 to 16 September 681, are all dated by the regnal 
years of the three co-emperors, which shows that they were still in office during this 
period.’ Constantine’s letter of 13 December 681 confirming the acts of the Council, on the 
other hand, omits all reference to them,* and it is generally recognized that their down¬ 
fall must have taken place between 16 September and 21 December 681. The coinage 
bears this out, but also shows that Constantine's original action against them must have 
taken place in 680 and not, as is generally supposed, at the time of his accession in 668.* 
The essential elements in the evidence are as follows: 

(1) at Constantinople the solidi are undated, but a new and much improved type of 
bust (Class IV) was introduced at the time of Constantine’s assumption of sole power. This 
in itself throws no light on the date, but is significant in the light of what occurred else- 

(2) at Syracuse a bust copied from the improved Constantinopolitan design already 
appears on some solidi on which the brothers also appear (below, No. 58); 

(3) at Carthage there are dated solidi of Class III, (below, Nos. 43-47), showing Con¬ 
stantine and his brothers, with indictional dates £ (676/7), S {677/8), Z (678/9), H (679/80), 
© (680/1), and I (681/2). These dates are quite compatible with the deposition of the broth-

Some scholars have supposed that 
Constantine simply hesitated in 668 to recognize them as Augusti, and was only compelled to do so 
by a rising in their favor. This overlooks the fact that they were already Augusti by virtue of their 
crowning in 659. The movement in their favor could only have occurred after Constantine had taken 
some overt action against them, i. e. by proclaiming their deposition and ordering the removal of their 
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ers in October or November 681. But there are also solidi dated 0, with a bust copied 
from that of Class IV of Constantinople, on which the effigies of the brothers are not 
shown, and which must therefore have been struck after their first deposition. 

The implication of this is clearly that Heraclius and Tiberius were deposed before the 
Council opened, in the later summer of 680, and that Constantine’s Class IV was introduced 
at the same time. This would explain the existence of the Carthaginian solidi of the ninth 
Indiction on which the brothers do not appear: they would have been struck between 
September and November 680. There followed the reaction in their favor, so that their 
names appear in the Acts of the Council and their effigies on dated solidi of Carthage of 
Indictions 0 {September 680/August 681) and I (September 681/August 682) and on solidi 
of Syracuse on which they are associated with the "improved” type of bust. Finally, after 
the close of the Council, they were deposed again before December 681. The only difficulty 
is that if the "improved” bust of Constantine were introduced at Constantinople in 680, one 
would expect it to have been used at that mint on coins struck in 680/1 during the tempo¬ 
rary restoration of the brothers, and no such coins are known. One possible explanation is 
that their effigies were not replaced on the coinage of the capital, in which case the termi¬ 
nal date 681 for the bulk of the joint coinage of the reign would have to be moved back 
from 681 to 680; the other is that such coins simply remain to be discovered. On the whole 
it seems best to adhere to 681 as marking the dividing line in the coinage of the reign, 
while recognizing the slight element of difficulty which this involves. 

Types and Chronology of the Coinage 

Constantine IV's coinage is characterized by the revival of a fifth- and sixth-century 
obverse type — an armored bust with helmet, spear, and shield — and by a monetary re¬ 
form involving the abolition of the small and badly struck folles of Constans II and their 
replacement by large and handsome coins comparable in size to those of Justinian I. 10 Their 
issue marks only one of the ways in which the young emperor hoped to emulate his great 
predecessor. It was not for nothing that he gave the name of Justinian to his son and was 
to be hailed as a new Justinian at the final session of the Sixth Oecumenical Council. 

The coinage divides most conspicuously in 681. Prior to that date the chief denomina¬ 
tions (solidus, hexagram, follis) bore the effigies of Heraclius and Tiberius as well as Con¬ 
stantine, while after it Constantine was shown alone. The period 668-681 saw a sequence 
of types which can be most easily characterized and dated in terms of the solidi of Con¬ 
stantinople. They are as follows: 

I (668) Beardless bust facing, holding a globus cruciger and wearing chlamys and crown. 

II (668-673) Beardless bust three-quarter facing, holding spear and wearing cuirass (with¬ 
out shield) and helmet (ties of diadem not visible). 

III (674-681) Bearded bust three-quarter facing, holding spear and wearing cuirass (with 
shield) and helmet (ties of diadem visible). 

The dates of the coinage, however, are not self-evident, and the detailed chronology is 
complicated by the existence of mixed types on the copper and on the gold of Carthage 
and Syracuse, so that we find such anomalies as a beardless armored bust, facing, holding a

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globus crudger, a bearded bust wearing a cuirass without shield, and a bearded bust wear¬ 
ing a chlamys and holding a globus crudger. Evidently the die-sinkers, when a new type 
was introduced, sometimes liked to retain discordant dements from the old. Any system 
of dating proposed for the coinage must therefore be based on novdties rather than on 
survivals. 

CONSTANTINOPLE 

Of the coin types used for the gold and silver only those of the solidi require discussion. 
The semisses and tremisses have a profile bust distinguishable only with difficulty from 
that of Constans II, and the obverse types of the silver are identical with those of the solidi. 
No hexagrams of Gass IV, i. e. none of the last four years of the reign, have been recorded. 
An unusual feature of the coinage in the predous metals is the existence of a half tremissis. 

The classes of the solidus are as follows: 

Class I. (Nos. 1-3).” 668. A facing bust conforming to the usual pattern of mid seventh- 
century coin types. The inscription Comtmtinus could apply to several emperors, but the 
combination of a beardless bust with two standing figures on the reverse and the long hair 
show that it must belong to Constantine TV, not Constans II or any other of the emperors 
who rdgned in 641. Wroth attributed it to "Carthage,” i. e. Syracuse, but the style is 
Eastern and there is no difficulty over assigning it to Constantinople. Bellinger 12 would date 
it 668-70, but its extreme rarity — I know of fewer than half a dozen specimens — would 
seem to limit its issue to a few months at most, and 668 alone is more probable. A peculiar 
feature of the inscription, continued on the solidi of Class 11(a), is that it ends CCON 
(or variant), thus implying the existence of two Constantines. Goodacre, who first called 
attention to the anomaly, suggested that it was due to the haste in which the issue was 
prepared, the die-sinkers having mechanically copied the elements from the inscription of 
an earlier type of Constans II. 1 * Erroneous inscriptions, as he rightly points out, are fairly 
common in the sixth and seventh centuries. 

Class II. (Nos. 4-7). 668-673. A three-quarter facing bust wearing cuirass and helmet and 
holding a shouldered spear. The ties of the diadem round the helmet are not visible, so 
that the bust must have been modeled on that used during the later years of Anastasius I, 
the reign of Justin I, and the early years of Justinian. Apart from very obvious differences in 
style — Constantine’s bust is very clearly of the late seventh century, not of the early 
sixth — there are three conspicuous differences in detail: the emperor's hair is longer, the 
helmet is based on that of Constans II’s later solidi, not at all resembling that of the sixth 
century, and the traditional shield with horseman device of the older solidi is replaced by 
an indeterminate and rather varying design which is very difficult to identify. Wroth de¬ 
scribed it as a shield; Bellinger took it at first to be a badly understood shield but now believes 
it to be a paludamentum. Against this is the fact that it is decorated and shows no folds, and 
that while on the solidi — but not on the folles — it seems to have a fibula, this is not of 
the normal imperial type with three pendants and is not placed where it would serve any 
useful purpose. I have been able to find no close parallel in monumental art, and hesitate

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between regarding it as some kind of short snrcoat, resembling the richly decorated pelisses 
of hussar regiments which were slung over the left shoulder of the wearer, and supposing 
it simply to represent the pattern of the tunic covering the emperor’s left arm. 14 

The inscription on Class II began with CCON, as on Class I, but this was soon re¬ 
placed by the more regular PP (or variant). 

Class III. (Nos. 8-n). 674-681. The bust on this class is a revised version of the preced¬ 
ing one, based on the normal fifth-century solidus type (shield with horseman device, ties of 
diadem visible) but with the emperor bearded, this being a concession to normal seventh- 
century practice. The design and workmanship of the coins are very poor, and the inscrip¬ 
tions often so abbreviated that only a few letters of Constantine’s name and title remain. 
The coins can be divided into two groups, one with the whole crest of the helmet shown in 
profile and the other with only the frontal plume, but the distinction is merely one of con¬ 
venience for classifying the dies and does not mark either successive issues or separate divi¬ 
sions of the mint. 

Solidi of Carthage show that the bearded bust had been introduced before 677/8, for 
there are coins of this type which bear the indictional date € and undated ones of the same 
type which evidently preceded this. Two types of half follis of Constantinople point to its 
introduction in 674. Both have a K with ANNO to the left and apparently no date numeral, 
which can only mean that the K itself is to be understood as such, making the coins belong 
to Year zo, i. e. 673/4. One type (No. 35) has a beardless bust with globus cruciger, the 
other (No. 36) a bearded bust with shield and helmet having the ties of the diadem visible. 
This would bring the bearded bust back to at least 674, and though the dates of the gold 
and the copper are not necessarily the same this seems a likely year for its introduc- 

Class IV. (Nos. 12-15). 681-685. This is distinguished from all the preceding classes by 
the omission of the standing figures of Heraclius and Tiberius from the reverse type. It is 
also characterized by a newly designed bust, of the same type as its predecessor but depicted 
in much higher relief with careful attention to detail. 14 For the most part it is an exact 
copy of fifth century models, notably in the placing of the diadem ties and the care taken to 
show the emperor’s hair on either side of his neck. Some dies show the cuirass as a series of 
overlapping roundels of metal instead of by the conventional ladder-like design, and the 
same two groups occur as in Class III, one with the whole crest of the helmet and the 
other with only the frontal plume, the latter sometimes bearing a marked resemblance to 
that of Justinian’s helmet on the great equestrian statue in the Hippodrome. 1 * Both va¬ 
rieties appear to have been the work of the same die-cutter, an artist of rare talent who 
was still at work under Justinian II. The inscription was redrafted at the same time, but 
the literacy of the die-sinker was inferior to his artistic skill and the results are not entirely

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happy: the emperor's name is spelled Constanus, the initial 6 has the form P, and the Z is 
normally reversed as a feature very noticeable in the next reign. The reverse dies re¬ 
mained of very rough work and were evidently left to less skilled craftsmen. 

The copper coinage is not easy to understand, partly because of the mixing of elements 
from the various types already noted, partly because of conspicuous divergences between 
the types of the follis and those of its various fractions. Though this is not an unusual 
phenomenon in Byzantine numismatics, its occurence in this particular context renders 
some phases of the coinage particularly obscure. The figures of Heraclius and Tiberius are 
found only on the follis (Classes 1-4), so we cannot even rely on 681 as a landmark in the 
dating of the fractions. 

There are five classes of follis, three of them fairly common and issued over several 
years, two of them transitional issues each represented by only a single recorded specimen. 
Despite the care evidently taken over their designs, which have nothing corresponding to 
the crude busts of Class III of the solidi, the execution is often poor and the inscriptions 
illegible, though after the miserable coinage of Constans II they must have made an ex¬ 
cellent impression on contemporaries. It is probable that most of them are overstruck on 
large sixth-century coins which had chanced to survive, but only after the older ones had 
been hammered flat so that no details can usually be made out. 1 ’ 

Class 1. (No. 28). 668-673. Beardless bust facing, wearing cuirass (no shield) and helmet 
(ties of diadem not shown) and holding globus cruciger. The type is a fusion of those of 
Classes I and II of the solidus. Its issue cannot have started before the beginning of Class II, 
since it has cuirass and helmet instead of chlamys and crown, but it retains the globus cruci¬ 
ger and facing head of Class I. The decorations on the emperor’s left shoulder and upper 
arm differ somewhat, as already noted, from that of the solidi of Class II, but their inter¬ 
pretation rests uncertain. 18 

Class 2. (No. 29). 673. Beardless bust three-quarter facing, wearing cuirass (no shield) 
and helmet (ties of diadem not visible) and holding spear. This differs from the bust of 
Class 1 in the substitution of a spear for the globus cruciger, a change in the design of the 
helmet, and the fact that the face is no longer frontally placed. The change in position is 
very slight, however, and only becomes clear on later classes. The only specimen of this 
type known to me is that in the British Museum, and like the next type it is evidently of 
a transitional character. I would assign it to the months immediately preceding the intro¬ 
duction of the bearded type. 

Class 3. (No. 30). 674. Bearded bust three-quarter facing, wearing cuirass (no shield) and 
helmet (ties of diadem visible) and holding spear. This differs from the preceding class in 
that the face is bearded—it has been completely redesigned at the same time, so that a 
mature face replaces an extremely childish one—and the helmet has been greatly improved, 
the ties of the diadem now being visible in the field. The beard and the ties of the diadem 
are copied from Class III of the solidus; its rarity—I know of only the Dumbarton Oaks

theCCON one of the opening weeks of the reign. 


: PP formula, 
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specimen — and its failure to incorporate the shield in the design point to its transitional 
nature. It can be best attributed to 674. 

Class 4. (No. 31). 674-681. Same type as last, but with shield on the emperor’s left 
shoulder. Specimens are fairly common. The design is based on the solidus of 674-681, but 
the issue may actually have been concentrated in the middle 670’s, for since there are no 
folles attributable to the years 681-3 the suspension of minting may have begun before 681.“ 
It is possible that two classes exist, as on the solidus, one on which the helmet has a crest 
as well as a frontal plume and the other on which it has not, but the condition of most 
specimens is too poor for this detail to be clear. 

Class 5. (Nos. 32,33). Years 30,31 = 683/4,884/5. Same obverse type as last, but having 
on the reverse an M between ANNO and the date instead of an M between the standing 
figures of the two co-emperors. Some of the busts are carefully designed, but they do not 
attain the level of those of the solidi of these years. The revived minting of large folles in 
Y ear 30 was perhaps intended to celebrate the emperor's tricennalia. 

Constantine IV’s revival of the heavy follis carried with it that of the thirty nummus 
piece (No. 34), first struck a hundred years before by Tiberius II. The obverse type of 
this is identical with that of Class 1 of the follis and the coin was probably issued towards 
the beginning of the period 668-673. An earlier revival of it had characterized Heraclius’ 
monetary reform of Year 20, which also supplied a precedent for the mark of value A in¬ 
stead of the XXX of Tiberius II and Phocas. 

The half folles are difficult to understand, for there are none that can be dated 668-673 
and possibly none of the last years of the reign. It may be that the revival of the twenty- 
nummus piece in 673/4 was intended as an allusion to the emperor’s vicennalia; such elabo¬ 
rate double meanings seem often to have been welcome to the management of Byzantine 
mints, and it was apparently in 673/4 that the first half folles were struck at Carthage and 
Syracuse. Considerations of this character may seem far-fetched to the modern reader, but 
the Byzantine world was close enough to Antiquity to be profoundly convinced of the 
symbolic meanings of numbers. 

The recorded classes of half folles are as follows: 

Class 1. (No. 35). 673. Bust corresponding to Class 1 of the follis (beardless, holding 
globus cruciger, wearing cuirass without shield and helmet without diadem ties). The 
ANNO K of the reverse type gives the date as 673/4, and the beardless bust puts it early 
in the regnal year. The obverses of the only specimens known to me have been struck with 
follis dies, so that the inscriptions are off flan. 

Class 2. (No. 36). 674. Bust corresponding to Class 4 of the follis (bearded, holding 
spear, wearing cuirass with shield and helmet with diadem ties). The reverse type is almost 
identical with the last and the regnal year is the same. The shield, beard, and diadem ties 
show that it belonged to the period after the introduction of Class III of the solidus. 

Class 3. (No. 37). 674-685. The obverse type is a mixture of those of Classes II and III 
of the solidus; the crude style and bad design of the bust and helmet are like those of solidi of

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Class II, but the shield has been dispensed with, perhaps because it was found too difficult 
to delineate satisfactorily on the die. It is possible that the coins all belong to the late 
670's, since the same crude bust on the solidi ended in 681, but it may have continued to 
the end of the reign. The coins are very irregular in weight. One specimen at Dumbarton 
Oaks, which is exceptional in being struck on a freshly prepared flan, weighs 7.2 g., half 
that of the heavy follis, but some specimens fall as low as 3.4 g. This suggests that the 
issue was spread over a number of years and struck under difficult economic conditions. 
The mark of value K is accompanied by a small M, which also appears on the obverse, both 
presumably expressing the value of the coin in terms of the debased follis of the middle 
years of the century. 

There are two classes of decanummia: 

Class 1. (No. 38). 668-673 (?). Bust corresponding to that of Class 2 of the folles. The 
obvious conclusion is that they should be dated to 668-673, as these are, but it is open to 
the objection that the reverse type, a mark of value I with a small K in the field, corresponds 
to the half follis of Class 3, which cannot have started before 674. The coins are too com¬ 
mon for the difficulty to he solved by dating the coins 673/4. To place them after 674 
would imply that coins with a bearded and a beardless bust were being struck simultane¬ 
ously, and although this is not impossible — the lower denominations of gold present 
an obvious analogy — it is in this case unlikely, since the bust of the decanummium is 
very definitely that of the early years of the reign. There is also the existence of the deca¬ 
nummia of Class 2, with bearded bust, to be taken into account. The best solution is to 
date the coins provisionally to 668-673, while recognizing the difficulties which this involves. 

Class 2. (No. 39). 674-685. Bust corresponding to Class 2 of the follis (bearded, holding 
spear, wearing cuirass without shield and helmet without diadem ties). The reverse con¬ 
tinues that of the preceding class and the coins, which are of notably poor workmanship, 
are very frequently overstruck on folles of Constans II. Though stylistically the bust is 
quite unlike that of the half foEes of 674-685 it seems impossible to assign them to any 
other date, more especiaUy in view of the very wide range of variation in their weights. 

The introduction of the heavy follis made possible a revival of the pentanummium, a 
denomination which had not been struck since the early years of the reign of Heraclius. 
The reverse has the traditional mark of value €. The obverse type is the same as that of 
the later decanummia (bust with spear, cuirass without shield, helmet without diadem ties), 
but there are two classes, one with beardless bust (668-673) and the other with a bearded 
one (674-685). Sabatier iflustrates a specimen 20 with officina letter A to right of the €, but 
probably in error; aU specimens which I have seen are without officina marks. 

CARTHAGE 

The coinage of Carthage consists of solidi and of silver and copper coins. A semissis 
attributed by Wroth to Constantine IV is better assigned to Constans II (above, p. 474, 
No. 129). The rare silver issue (below. No. 50) was attributed by Wroth to Rome, but its 
relatively high weight and the fact that its reverse type continues that of the last Car¬ 
thaginian coinage of Constans II justify its transfer to Africa.

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The solidi form four classes, which do not correspond in detail to those of Constan¬ 
tinople, though the general pattern is alike. Classes I-III have on the reverse a cross potent 
on steps between Heraclius and Tiberius, Class IV a cross potent on steps only. Some coins 
of Classes III and IV are dated. 

Class I. (No. 41 bis). 668-673. Beardless bust, holding globus cruciger. This corresponds 
to Class I of Constantinople, but the roughly designed cloak resembles a paludamentum 
rather than a chlamys. 

Class II. (No. 42). 674-C.675. Similar, but bust bearded. This had no counterpart at 
Constantinople, where the armored bust was introduced while the emperor was still beard¬ 
less. The dating is conjectural, but it can scarcely antedate the introduction of a bearded 
bust at Constantinople and the next class was certainly being struck in 677. 

On one very conspicuous group of coins in this class the lines of the beard have practi¬ 
cally fused with those of the paludamentum, giving the impression of a very long beard 
sweeping downwards to the right. When I published several specimens of this variety in 
1950 I argued that they were barbarous copies of Arab or Berber origin. 21 Bellinger is 
still of this opinion, but the general appearance of the bust is so dose to those of the 
three emperors on a half follis of Class 1 (Wroth, PI. xxxvn. 21) that I now regard them 
as products of the regular mint and catalogue them as such below. That several spedmens 
have survived from the same pair of dies may be due to their having formed part of 
an unusually concentrated issue following on the celebration of the emperor’s vicennalia in 
673/4- 

Class III. (Nos. 43-47). c.675-681. Armored bust with spear and shield; ties of diadem 
shown. This corresponds to Class III of Constantinople. The earliest coins, presumably 
those of c.675-676, are undated. Others with indictional dates follow. Sabatier ( Description , 
II, PI. xxxv. 16) illustrates one with 6 (= 676/7), I saw one with S (= 677/8) in the hands 
of a London dealer in 1950, and ones with Z (= 678/9), H (= 679/80), 0 (= 680/1), and I 
(= 681/2) are recorded below. The importance of the last two for the chronology of the 
reign has been already noted. 

Class IV. (Nos. 48,49). 681-685. Same type, but without the figures of Heraclius and Ti¬ 
berius on the reverse. There are dated coins with © in the field (= 680/1); they are copied 
from the "improved" bust of Class IV of Constantinople, though the improvement is not 
very great. There are also undated ones, with a somewhat different style of bust, also 
modeled on that of Constantinople but more successfully. They can presumably be dated 
682-685. 

The copper of Carthage is meager in quantity, poor in quality, and difficult to date. 
Three types of follis and two of half follis are recorded, but the types of the two denomina¬ 
tions do not correspond with each other and more may well come to light in the future. The 
decanummium T. 92, with three busts, which Tolstoi assigned to Constantine IV and 
Carthage, can be better attributed to Heraclius and Ravenna (above, p. 380, No. 310). 

The types of follis at present known are as follows: 

Class 1. (No. 51). 668-673. Obv.: facing bust with globus cruciger and spear, + and T 
in field. Rev.: M, with monogram above, between the standing figures of Heraclius and Ti¬ 
berius. Despite the absence of a mint-mark, the evidence of fabric and overstrikes leaves no

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doubt about the attribution to Carthage. The reverse type continues that of the last years 
of Constans II. The obverse type represents an awkward fusion of Classes I and II of 
the Eastern solidi, for a spear from Class II has been added to a bust of Class I, and since 
the emperor is already holding a globus cruciger in his right hand the spear behind his 
head is supported by nothing at all. There is no obvious explanation for the T in the right 
field. One is tempted to conjecture [KR]T. Our specimens are in very poor condition and 
would not exclude such a reading, but there is no trace of a K or R on either of those in 
the British Museum or on any of the six in Mr. Whitting’s collection. 

Class 2. (No. 52). 674-681. Obv.: facing bust, with spear and shield, wearing armor and 
helmet showing the diadem ties. Rev.: (11, with cross above, between Heradius and Tibe¬ 
rius. Coins of this class are much larger in diameter than those of the preceding one, though 
not as large as the foEes of Constantinople, and while very variable in weight are some¬ 
times much heavier; one specimen in the British Museum weighs as much as 18.8 g. The 
class evidently represents a belated and in the event an unsuccessful attempt to introduce 
the standard of the Constantinopohtan follis into North Africa. 

Class 3. (No. 52 bis). 681-685. Obv.: facing armored bust of "good" style. Rev.: M with 
cross above; mint-mark not clear. Only two specimens seem to have been recorded, one 
by Sabatier and the other in the Ratto Sale. 8 ® The fabric is clearly African, and the coins 
fill an obvious gap in the Carthaginian series. 

The half foEes form two or possibly three classes. They have no mint-mark and the 
types are Eke those of SicEy, but the fabric and neat rounded flans are typicaEy African 
and the K of the imperial monogram could be taken as standing for Carthage. 

Class 1. (No. 53). 673/4. The obverse type is formed by three facing busts, the reverse 
type by the Constantinian monogram I between a cross and a star. The rarity of the 
coin, the fact that aU three imperial coEeagues are shown — this is unusual on fractional 
copper — and the star in the field aE suggest an exceptional issue. The date must be in 
the early seventies, when a bust with globus cruciger was stEl in use, and it seems rea¬ 
sonable to suppose that the K of the monogram, already serving several purposes, in¬ 
dicated a date as wefl. The paraEel to the Constantinopohtan half foEes with ANNO K 
is a close one, and justifies our dating the coin 673/4. 

Class 2. (No. 54). 681-685 (perhaps 674-685). The obverse type is a facing, armored 
bust with shield, spear, and helmet, the reverse a simple X. Some specimens have a bust 
of relatively good style with a plume and crest on the helmet resembling that of the Con- 
stantinopoEtan soBdi of Class IV; they can be dated 681-685. Others seem to have a 
cruder bust, which would place them 674-681, but the condition of most specimens is too 
poor for any very precise characterization. 

SYRACUSE 

Gold coins of this mint, which were apparently struck on a smaEer scale than under 
Constans II, are identifiable by their style and linear borders and by the letters or symbols, 
so far unexplained, at the ends of the reverse inscriptions or after CONOB. Four classes

of solidi were struck, and there was the same departure from the Constantinopolitan pattern 
as occurred at Carthage, the bust with globus cruciger existing in both beardless and 
bearded forms and there being no coins with a beardless bust and armor. The parallel to 
Carthage is in fact so close as to obviate the need for detailed discussion, the chronology of 
the coinage being probably the same. Most of the solidi are about 0.2 g. under their normal 
weight as a result of paring or clipping, so that they are slightly oval in shape through the 
border and part of the inscription having been cut away over nearly half the circumference. 
The cutting was probably done under Justinian II, when an official weight reduction seems 
to have taken place and older coins in circulation were clipped or pared to bring them down 
to the new standard. The importance of No. 58 in establishing the chronology of the reign 
has been noted already. 

The fractional gold continued the types of Constans II, but the privy marks correspond 
to those of the solidi and so permit a separation between the coins of the two emperors. 
No semisses and only two varieties of tremissis are recorded, so that although further ones 
probably await discovery it seems clear that the shrinkage in gold output from Syracuse 
affected the fractions as well as the solidus itself. 

The copper coins, which are fairly common, continued unchanged the weight standards 
of Constans El’s reign, with no attempt to introduce coins of large module like those of 
Constantinople. There are five classes of follis, three of them showing Heraclius and Tibe¬ 
rius on the reverse and so struck before 681, two with Constantine TV alone and so dating 
between 681 and 685. Most of the coins seem to have been overstruck on ones of Constans 
II, but care was apparently taken to eliminate all traces of the original types, and only 
details at the edge, such as the mint-mark SCL or the heads or feet of standing figures, 
can usually be made out. 

Class 1. (No. 60). 668-673. Characterized by a beardless bust holding a globus cruciger. 
It is copied very exactly from Class 1 of Constantinople and can be similarly dated. 

Classes 2 and 3. (Nos. 61,62). 674-681. These have respectively a facing bust with spear 
and a standing figure, in both cases bearded. The fact that the ties of the diadem are not 
shown in Class 2 might suggest making this the earlier of the two, but ties are also absent 
from Class 5 and standing figures evidently followed rules of their own. The order of issue 
will probably be determined in the end on the evidence of overstrikes. 

Classes 4 and 5. (Nos. 63, 64). 681-685. Here again there are two classes, one with a 
bust (of good style) and the other with a standing figure, but there is nothing to show 
which came first. 

The three classes of half folles are puzzling and inconsistent in their designs, and cannot 
be dated with any confidence. 

Class 1. (No. 65). 673. The bust is early (beardless and crowned, like solidi of Class I), 
but the reverse is copied from the Constantinopolitan half follis with K between ANNO 
and CON, with SCL beneath the K as an additional mint-mark. This combination is in itself 
absurd, but points to the coin having been struck in 673. 

Classes 2 and 3. (Nos. 66,67). 674-681. These both have as reverse type a K between ANNO 
and A, but differ in that while Class 2 has no mint-mark and a bust with no ties to the 
diadem. Class 3 has both. If the date could be trusted, this would imply the transition 
from one type to the other in the year that the coins were struck. Unfortunately it is not 
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clear that it can. The A cannot mean fourth regnal year; if reckoned from 654 it would 
antedate Constantine’s real accession, while if — contrary to normal practice — it were 
reckoned from 668 it would make Syracuse precede Constantinople in the use of a bearded 
bust, which at least in this case is out of the question. Ricotti added the K and A together 
and placed the coins in Year 24, i. e. 677/8. Dikigoropoulos, in his preliminary work for 
this catalogue, accepted Ricotti's date for the coin of Class 3, but placed Class 2 in 668/9 
on the evidence of the type, arguing that both the K and the A could be ignored. Bellinger 
believes that in both cases the ANNO A was copied mechanically from the corresponding 
type of Constans II (above, p. 499, No. 184) and is without meaning, so that he would 
attribute Class 2 to 668-674 and Class 3 to 674-681. I am on the whole inclined to agree 
with his view of the irrelevance of ANNO A, but since in both classes the bust is bearded 
I would date them 674-681.“ 

st It is possible that the difficulty may eventually be in part solved by transferring No. 66 to Jus¬ 
tinian II, for though I have adhered to Ricotti's attribution of it to Constantine IV I am not happy 
about it. The portrait is noticeably different from that of No. 67, and the narrow pointed face recalls 

right of the bust. If three consecutive emperors struck half folles with ANNO A it would obviously 
strengthen the case for this being a meaningless formula.

JUSTINIAN II 
First Reign, 685-695 


CHRONOLOGY 

Justinian II was born in 668 or 669, for he was sixteen years ol age when he came to 
the throne. 1 Constantine IV had prepared the way for his accession by deposing his own 
two brothers, but departed from custom in not associating his son with him as co-Augustus, 
so that Justinian only became emperor on his father's death (10 July 685).* He reigned just 
over ten years, energetically and far from incapably, but his despotic temper and frequent 
acts of cruelty led to his overthrow. Leontius, an able general whose imagination was 
stimulated by prophecies that he would become emperor, raised a sudden revolt in the 
capital. Justinian was seized almost without resistance, deposed, and sent into exile at 
Cherson, his nose and tongue having first been slit in order to reduce the possibility of his 
restoration.® The exact date is uncertain, but it was late in 685. His exile lasted ten years, 
and he recovered the throne in 705. 

COINAGE® 

Justinian II’s reign forms a landmark in the history of Byzantine coinage. It saw the 
last occurrence, except on a few Western issues, of the profile bust, and the first use of 
the effigy of Christ as a main type. It marked virtually the end of the silver hexagram; 
for the next two decades there were to be only silver ceremonial issues struck for the most 
part with solidus dies. Continuing a process already begun under Constantine IV, it wit¬ 
nessed a brief artistic revival in the field of coin design. The obverses of the solidi of the 
years 685-7x7 are often beautifully and delicately designed and admirably executed, mark¬ 
ing one of the culminating points of Byzantine numismatic art® and in sharp contrast to the 
degradation of the political and social life of the period. The copper coinage, however,

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shows no advance on that of preceding reigns, since the beneficial effects of carefully cut 
dies were offset by the universal practice of overstriking. 

One major change in the attribution of Justinian ITs coinage has been effected since 
Wroth’s catalogue was published. Two different representations of Christ occur on the coins, 
one depicting the typical long-haired and heavily bearded Pantocrator, the other showing a 
much younger head with short curly hair and closely cut beard. The first is found associated 
with the effigy of Justinian II alone, the second both with Justinian alone and with Jus¬ 
tinian and his son Tiberius. It was commonly assumed that all coins with the effigy of Jus¬ 
tinian alone were struck in his first reign, and only those of Justinian and Tiberius in his 
second. Laffranchi in his study of the coinage of Leontius tacitly transferred to Justinian’s 
second reign the coins of this emperor which had the ‘‘young’’ head of Christ. This re- 
attribution was based on his careful analysis of the stylistic and typological evolution 
of the coinage between 685 and 720, and could be justified on the assumption that coins 
of this type with the bust of Justinian alone were issued in 705/6 before Tiberius had 
reached Constantinople and been associated with his father as emperor. 6 The same point 
of view was adopted by Breckenridge in his study of the iconography of Justinian II’s 
coinage, and in revising his work for publication he was able to provide decisive proof for 
his contention by publishing the coin catalogued below (p. 654) as No. na.i, which has 
the effigy of Justinian alone but is dated Year 20. 

The main innovation of the reign was the placing of the Pantocrator bust of Christ on 
the later gold and silver coinage. Breckenridge has argued (p. 46 ff.) that this reproduces 
the image of Christ in the apse of the Chrysotriclinos of the Great Palace and goes back 
ultimately to Phidias' representation of Zeus, father of gods and men. The naturalistic and 
three dimensional treatment of the face is certainly classical in inspiration. ‘‘Majestic, 
serene and benignly paternal, it conveys in human terms the Christian emperor’s ‘image’ of 
his heavenly Overlord. It is a ‘portrait’ in the Hellenic tradition, in which the likenesses 
of mortals had met and merged with those of the eternal gods on the level of the generi- 
cally human and humane.” 7 An unusual feature is the presence of a plain cross, without 
nimbus, behind the head, but parallels to this can be found in other works of art which 
have been plausibly assigned to the seventh century, as for example an onyx cameo at 
Vienna with a bust of Christ, having long beard and evenly parted hair, above a cross 
flanked by two Apostles. 6 

The use of the image of Christ as a coin type had as a consequence the relegation of the 
emperor to the reverse, where he is shown standing and holding the symbol of the coin's 
value. This entailed much difficulty over the arrangement of the CONOP (for CONOB)

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and the officina letter, the former having to be tucked away in small letters beneath the 
steps of the cross and the emperor's feet and the latter usually large and inserted in the 
vertical plane, not following the line of the inscription, and being evidently a later addition 
to the die. The revival of the loros as the imperial costume on the coin was also a conse¬ 
quence of the representation of Christ, since it was one connected with solemn and festal 
occasions of a religious or semi-religious nature. The Book of Ceremonies describes how the 
emperor assisted in the Easter procession from the Palace to Saint Sophia attired in the 
loros and holding a cross and akakia, as he is shown doing on the coin. The unusual imperial 
title of Servus Christi was also the counterpart of the Rex Regnanlium which accompanies 
the figure of Christ. 

The issue of the new type has been plausibly related to Canon 83 of the so-called Quin- 
sextine Council of 692. This prohibited representations of Christ in the form of a Paschal 
Lamb, laying down that henceforward He should be shown in His human form. It is not like¬ 
ly that it can have been a direct consequence of the publication of the canon, which is only 
one out of a total of 102 prescriptions of the most varied character. But the issue of such 
coins would be an event very likely to cause discussion and may well have incited the 
assembled fathers to formulate their views on the subject. The date 692 for the coins 
would fit in well with the numismatic evidence. Their issue provided the emotional stimulus 
behind the Caliph 'Abd al-Malik's decision to create a national coinage with no features 
offensive to the Muslim faith, and the earliest dated issue of this, with the figure of 
a "Standing Caliph" manifestly based on that of the "Standing Emperor" of Justinian's 
solidi, is of A. H. 74 (= 13 May 693 -1 May 694 A. D.) 9 The coins must therefore be earlier 
than 693/4, and are in any case too common to have been limited to a very short period. 
Probably Breckenridgeis correct in his view that the coin type reflects contemporary interest 
in how the Godhead should be represented, but was not itself a consequence of Canon 83. 

CONSTANTINOPLE 

The coinage is straightforward and requires little comment. There were three classes 
of solidus: (I) with beardless bust — late specimens have a beard added as a row of dots; 
(II) with bearded bust; and (III) with standing emperor and bust of Christ. These categories 
are with slight modifications applicable to the coinage as a whole. The transition from 
Classes I to II can be dated to 687, a bearded bust being already found on copper coins 
dated Year 2, and that between Classes II and III to c.692. Coins of Class I have 
no D or DN preceding the emperor's name, a strange departure from custom, and he is 
represented with surprisingly childish features in view of his age. On the beautifully 
designed coins of the opening of the reign, which carry on the high standard of the last 
years of Constantine IV, the obverses are cut with graving tools and little resort to the 
punch and drill, which still dominate the reverses. Evidently the simple designs required for 
the latter were left to less accomplished workmen. 

The silver of the reign is very rare. A ceremonial coin has been recorded of Class II, but 
none is known of Class I, and the traditional reverse type could not have been worked

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in with the novel design oi Class III. There are rare hexagrams of Class II (with modified 
reverse type) and Class III (with solidus type), solidus dies being used wherever possible. 
In Class III this means that the coins have an officina letter, but the flans are usually 
so irregular in shape that it is off flan and illegible. 10 

The copper coinage consists of folles, half folles, and decanummia. Their types corres¬ 
pond to those of Classes I and II of the solidus, the use of the bust of Christ on the small 
change being perhaps regarded as unsuitable. Folles of Class I, with beardless bust, are not 
recorded, but since there are half folles and decanummia for this year they may have existed. 
All known folles are of Year 2, but half folles of later years are fairly numerous, their 
existence being perhaps a tribute to their greater utility and a clue to the level of prices 
obtaining at the period. 

CARTHAGE AND SARDINIA 

The coinage of these related mints raises a number of problems. There are no coins with 
the letter S in the reverse field, the characteristic mark of Sardinia in subsequent reigns, 
and since Carthage did not fall to the Arabs until 695 the most natural assumption would 
be that all coins of Carthaginian appearance and fabric are of this mint, the Sardinian 
series beginning only with Leontius. This was essentially the view of Wroth, who in any 
case had not identified the mint of Sardinia and knew of many fewer Carthaginian types 
than are published here. Ricotti, without giving his reasons, transferred to Sardinia 11 a 
number of coins that are stylistically extremely uniform, and though related to those 
of Carthage they differ from them in a number of respects, notably in the fluffed-out hair 
on either side of the emperor's head and the peculiar blanket-like design of the chlamys. 
Bellinger and I at first followed Wroth, but it soon became clear that there were serious 
difficulties over fitting a series having a beardless bust of anomalous style and no mint- 
mark into a sequence of beardless and bearded issues of different but uniform style which 
are all undoubtedly from Carthage. We have therefore made a division of the coins between 
the two mints on the assumption that a mint was set up in Sardinia in the early 690’s, 
when Byzantine power in Africa was approaching its end. 

In the gold coinage, the “facing bust” type has been allocated on the assumption that 
coins having busts with rather long hair close to the head, like that of many of the copper 
coins with mint-marks KT9 or KTO, are of Carthage, while those with fluffed-out hair are 
of Sardinia. It is possible that both series are dated; terminal letters recorded are € (“For¬ 
eign Ambassador” Sale, lot 566), S (below. No. 36), and 0 (below. No. 28), which could be 
691/2,692/3, and 695/6, the last having been struck before the news of Justinian’s deposition 
had reached Africa. 

The very varied copper coins ascribed to Carthage consist almost entirely of folles, usu¬ 
ally with a mint-mark, first the traditional Latin KT9 and later the pseudo-Greek KRO. 
(The correct Greek is KocpxqScbv, not KapOaywv.) One coin is dated and the order of

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some of the others can be determined by overstrikes, but the chronology has still for the 
most part to be established. Most have an inscription with Justinian's name or else his 
monogram, on the Sicilian pattern. The reverse inscriptions are not easy to reconstruct, 
since they are never complete on a single specimen, and the meaning of the letters var¬ 
iously disposed around the M is still obscure. So is the purport of the word PAX found on 
several issues from both Carthage and Sardinia. The biography of Pope John V alludes to 
the conclusion by Justinian of a ten years’ peace with the Arabs and to a considerable 
victory over them in Africa, 18 but these occurred in 685/6 and the coinage belongs to 
the later years of the reign. Possibly some temporary but hopeful truce in Africa, just 
prior to the renewed attack on Carthage in 695, was in question. 

A peculiar feature of the Sardinian coins is the blanket-like appearance of the chlamys, 
which is shown as consisting of short lines, very close together, in rows across the upper 
part of the body. Exactly the same design is found on some Syracusan solidi and folles 
(below. Nos. 41, 54). It seems to have developed out of an earlier Carthaginian design (cf. 
the illustration of No. 29), and it is hard to escape the conclusion that this eccentric pattern 
was the work of a single die-sinker who worked at one time or another at all three mints. 
Close relations between Carthage and Syracuse are shown in the designs of the folles, while 
in fabric and style the coins of Sardinia are only a continuation of those of Carthage. 

SYRACUSE 

Ricotti’s article, which only needs a few additions and rectifications on points of detail, 
remains our best guide to the coinage of Sicily. 18 The gold coins are easily recognizable 
by their distinctive style, linear border, and peculiar letter forms, notably the elongated V”. 
They differ from the coins of Constantine IV in often having a letter in the field, the se¬ 
quence Z, H, © suggesting dates, but since K and # K also occur one cannot be sure. 
Terminal letters are K, 0, and €, the first two carrying on from Constantine IV. No solidi 
with beardless bust are known, nor any gold coins with the type of the standing emperor, 
though the reverse of the latter did influence the design of one class of the copper. 

Syracuse continued under Justinian II its custom of issuing an extraordinary variety of 
follis types, which are all identified by the emperor’s monogram above the mark of value. 
None has an obverse inscription or the emperor's name written out in full. The order of 
issue is uncertain; only one class bears a date, and though specimens of others often show 
traces of overstriking it is usually impossible to identify the earlier types. Some of the coins 
may belong to Justinian’s second reign. 

ITALIAN MINTS 

The mint-marks on the copper show the existence of three mints in Italy during Jus¬ 
tinian ITs reign, and the attribution of the coins in this metal to Naples, Rome, and 
Ravenna raises no particular problems. The difficulties over the gold coinage, where speci¬ 
fic mint-marks are absent, have been explained in the Introduction (pp. 46-8). Two compli¬ 
cations in the case of Justinian II are the problem of distinguishing between the products

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of his two reigns and the impossibility of drawing a sharp dividing line between official 
issues and imitations struck in Lombard Italy. Some clearly marked stylistic groups are 
discernible, but it is difficult to relate them to each other or make precise mint attribu¬ 
tions. There are also many coins which cannot be satisfactorily grouped at all. 

The solution adopted here has been to make such attributions as seem certain (Syra¬ 
cuse, Sardinia, some of Ravenna) and then classify the remaining coins, under the general 
heading of "Uncertain Italian Mints," in such a manner as seems best fitted to assist 
scholars in coping with new material and preparing the way for definitive attributions when 
these become possible. Nearly all the coins are attributed to Justinian II's first reign, 
though some may eventually have to be transferred to his second one. The gold coins 
ascribed to Naples, however, which were copied by Duke Romoald II of Benevento 
(706-731) and are therefore more likely to have been struck between 705 and 711 than 
before 695, are under the second reign.

This coin was ascribed by Schindler to Constans II, mint of Carthage. Bellinger and I trans¬ 
ferred it to Justinian II on grounds of hair style and general resemblance to the coins of this 
emperor. We would have given it to Carthage, for reasons of style and fabric, if it had not 
been for the letter P on the reverse, since this is unrelated to any normal Carthaginian mint- 
mark. The subsequent discovery of a specimen at Paris on which the ANNO II in the obverse 
field is clear shows that it corresponds to the follis catalogued above. No. 29. though the P

second X is at the edge of the coin and may be the result of a die-flaw or corrosion, not a 
numeral. The coin was first attributed by Bellinger and myself to Constans II, but if the 
emperor’s costume is really a loros, as it appears to be, this is impossible and the coin should be 
of Justinian II's first reign. The MHL. however, which is fairly clear, could only be of the 
second reign. A firm attribution must await the discovery of a more legible specimen. 



LEONTIUS 

695-698 

Little is known of either the personality or the reign of Leontius. His first year was one 
of peace, but in 697 he dispatched a fleet to North Africa in the hope of recovering Car¬ 
thage. The expedition was successful, and for the winter of 697/8 the city was once again 
in Byzantine hands, but it had to be evacuated in 698 in the face of a greatly superior 
Arab force. On their way home the troops revolted and set up Apsimar, drungarius of the 
Cibyrraeot theme, as rival emperor under the name of Tiberius. After a brief siege the rebels 
broke into Constantinople, Leontius had his nose slit and was incarcerated in a monastery, 
and Tiberius III replaced him on the throne. The year was 698, but the day and month are 
unknown. 1 

There are no coins bearing the name of Leontius — Sicilian ones have only his mono¬ 
gram — and none are accordingly ascribed to him in any of the standard works on Byzan¬ 
tine numismatics. But a three year gap in minting at this period is manifestly improbable, 
and Laffranchi 2 had no difficulty in demonstrating, on purely numismatic grounds, that 
many of the coins commonly attributed to Leo III really belonged to the earlier emperor. 
They are distinguished from those of Leo III by the emperor’s quite different portrait 
(rounded face and short beard), costume (loros), and insignia (generally akakia and globus 
cruciger), and by a different inscription (D L60N PC AV instead of DNO UEON PA MHL). 
The difficulty arising from the fact that Leontius always appears as Leon on the coins was 
satisfactorily disposed of by J. P. C. Kent 3 who noted that the emperor is regularly termed 
Leo in Italian sources and argued that this was his official name assumed upon his acces¬ 
sion. Such changes were a fairly common practice in the seventh and early eighth centuries. 

The coinage of the three years’ reign requires little comment. The mints are the same 
as under Justinian II save for the absence of Carthage; no coins are known of the re¬ 
occupation of 697/8, though they may yet be found. Justinian II's adoption of the loros as 
a normal imperial costume was evidently regarded as a satisfactory innovation, for Leon¬ 
tius retained it, while discarding the use of the bust of Christ. His copper coins of Con¬ 
stantinople use Greek date numerals (A, B, V) instead of the customary Roman ones. There 
is the same difficulty over classifying the Italian solidi and tremisses as under Justinian, for 
stylistic differences are not well-marked and it is hard to determine the mint affiliations of 
such as can be recognized. The classification given here relies heavily on Laffranchi, but 
cannot be regarded as anything more than provisional.

TIBERIUS III (Apsimar) 

698-705 

Tiberius was a capable ruler and his reign seems in general to have been successful. But 
Justinian, in exile at Cherson, was determined to recover the throne and escaped to the 
chagan of the Khazars, who gave him his daughter in marriage. Later, bribed by Tiberius, 
the chagan turned against him, but Justinian once again escaped, this time to the Bulgarian 
khan Terbel. In 705, with an army supplied by his ally, he marched against Constantinople 
and after a brief siege broke into the city. Tiberius fled to Apollonias but was captured, 
and vengeance was taken on both him and Leontius. After being dragged in chains through 
the streets, they were exhibited in the Hippodrome prostrate before Justinian, who rested 
his feet on their necks while the crowd chanted the thirteenth verse from the ninety- 
first Psalm, "Thou shalt tread upon the lion (Xscov) and adder (drains)," a play on their 
two names. They were subsequently beheaded in the Cynegion. 1 

The chronology is difficult to establish. The list of imperial obits gives the date of 
Leontius’ death as 15 February, which if correct would imply that the humiliation of the 
two usurpers took place at the consular games in January 706.* The same source gives 
21 August as the date of Tiberius' deposition. Since Justinian II apparently succeeded his 
father in July 685, this would mean that his restoration took place during his twenty- 
first year, but there exist coins of his second reign dated Year 20. s The situation is compli¬ 
cated by the fact that Theophanes records the restoration under both A. M. 6197 and 6198. 
Since the evidence of the coins cannot be gainsaid, one has the alternatives of ignoring 
either 21 August as the date of the deposition or 10 July as that of Justinian II's accession. 4 
In any case, the restoration must have been in the summer or early autumn of 705. 

Tiberius Ill’s coinage requires little comment. The mints are the same as under Leontius. 
The armored bust with spear held in front of the body was a type not used for the solidus 
since the middle of the fifth century, and then only in the west. Some of what appear to 
be Constantinopolitan solidi have letters or symbols after the reverse inscription which do 
not fit into the usual pattern of variants for the mint. The folles of Constantinople form 
two series, one with bust (Year 1-3) and the other with a standing figure (Year 4), the 
first being dated with Roman numerals, the only recorded year of the second with a Greek 
one. No progress has been made in the analysis of the Italian coinage since the work of 
Laffranchi, and only provisional attributions can be made to the mints of the mainland. 
The presence of letters like M and © in the field is of little help, and stylistic criteria are 
difficult to apply to the small amount of material available. It is possible that some of the 
coins ascribed to Rome were really struck at the Lombard duchy of Spoleto, for which no 
coinage has yet been identified.

JUSTINIAN II 

Second Reign, Summer 705 - 4 November 711 
Colleague: Tiberius, 705-711 

Justinian's second period of rule amounted to little more than a prolonged reign of 
terror directed against all who had assisted in his overthrow or served the "usurpers” dur¬ 
ing his exile. The savage measures which he took to revenge himself on Cherson led to his 
second downfall. The Armenian Bardanes, who was in charge of the army sent against the 
city, revolted rather than carry out his orders. Justinian was on his way at the head of an 
expedition against him when Bardanes slipped past and occupied the capital, becoming 
emperor under the more classical name of Philippicus. Justinian’s army accepted terms and 
surrendered the emperor, who was promptly beheaded, while his son and colleague Tiberius, 
a child of only six, whom he had left behind at Constantinople, was put to death on Philip¬ 
picus’ orders. 1 An obit preserved in the Book of Ceremonies gives the date of Justinian's 
death as 4 November, 1 the year being 7x1. 

When Justinian had marched against Constantinople in 705 he left his wife Theodora be¬ 
hind in Bulgaria, where his son Tiberius was born. As soon as he was safely on the throne 
the two were sent for, and on their arrival were crowned Augusta and Augustus respectively. 5 
This was in 705, before the end of Justinian’s twentieth regnal year, for there exist coins of 
the joint reign of Justinian and Tiberius bearing this date. The coins of the second reign are 
thus of two kinds, those of Justinian alone (705) and those of Justinian and Tiberius 
(705-7x1), the ones of Justinian alone having been attributed to his first reign by all 
scholars up to the 1930's. They are, like those of the joint reign, extremely common today 
in spite of their very brief period of issue. It seems probable that the emperor attempted a 
systematic withdrawal of the coins of his two predecessors, whose status as usurpers was 
underlined by the dating of the folles of his second reign as Years 20ff. 

The mints of Justinian’s second reign probably remained as they had been under Tibe¬ 
rius III, but no copper coins are known with the mint-mark of Rome and we have there¬ 
fore no certain evidence of its activity. The coinage of the new reign has several remarkable 
features: the revival of the "bust of Christ" type, for Justinian was anxious to emphasize 
the continuity of his rule, coupled with the substitution of the "young head” for the "old 
head” of the Redeemer; the use of a patriarchal cross on the emperor’s globus and the

word PAX inscribed on the latter; the replacement of P€ AV at the end of the imperial 
inscription by MHLT AN (for Multos annos ); the omission of CONOB and an officina letter 
from the solidi. The first of these phenomena was an attempt to show Christ in a more 
lifelike manner than had been done by the Pantocrator bust of the first reign; Brecken- 
ridge has suggested that its model may have been one of the icons supposed to bear a 
contemporary and perhaps miraculously produced likeness of the Savior, and Kitzinger has 
called attention to the resemblance between its treatment and that of the bust of the 
emperor on the reverse of the coin, since the representation of living persons was subject 
to artistic conventions quite different from the classical traditions which determined the 
features of the Pantocrator effigy. 4 The PAX on the globus has no specific connotation, 
unlike that used on Carthaginian silver coins under Constans II; it refers to the emper¬ 
or's restoration, and in a more general way to his function of ensuring peace on earth, 
the globus itself symbolizing the latter. 6 The significance of the substitution of a patriarchal 
cross for an ordinary one is unknown. Mullos annos was a regular form of imperial acclama¬ 
tion,* to which the circumstances of the emperor’s restoration would attach an unusual 
depth of meaning. The dropping of CONOB and the officina letter may have been dictated 
by the needs of the design — there was no room at least for CO NOB — but suggests that 
they were ceasing to perform any useful function, though they were revived by Justin¬ 
ian's successors for another half-century. Their elimination also meant the temporary 
disappearance of the abnormal series of Constantinopolitan solidi characterized by letters 
after CONOB or after the reverse inscription. 

The loros-clad bust of the emperor on the solidi of Justinian alone emphasizes what 
Wroth termed its "lozenge pattern,” a feature very evident on coins of the next two 
centuries, and also the fact that its former consular implications had by now worn 
very thin, for the emperor is furnished with neither akakia nor eagle-headed scepter, the 
traditional emblems of this office. On coins showing Justinian and Tiberius the loros is re¬ 
placed by the chlamys, perhaps because it was felt that both emperors should besimilarly 
clad and the loros was still thought unsuitable for an infant. The design of the coins is of a 
very high standard; the upper part of the tablion on Tiberius’ chlamys is clearly shown 
and the fibula fastening that of Justinian shows only two of the customary three tassels, 
one of them being concealed by his arm as it crosses his body. The position of the arms 
also gives one a rare glimpse of the under-garment worn by both emperors, a long-sleeved 
tunic which was belted at the waist and probably went down only to the knees, like that 
on the figures in the Ravenna mosaics of Justinian I at San Vitale and Constantine IV

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at San Apollinare in Classe. There are two distinct portraits of Tiberius, one showing 
him very small as an infant and the other slightly larger as a young boy. 

Few other features of the coinage require particular notice. The Latin date numerals on 
the copper coins are sometimes followed by a tick, apparently indicating their character as 
numerals, and the officina letters are sometimes preceded by an 9, like the manuscript 
abbreviation for ot, which occurs nowhere else in Byzantine coinage and whose meaning 
is unknown. There is at Dumbarton Oaks a specimen (Peirce 1948, ex Glendining Sale 
9. xii. 31, lot 563; 4.21 g., 29 mm., (,) of one of the curious scyphate copper "coins” of 
solidus type of Justinian II and Tiberius of which several examples have been recorded. 7 
They can scarcely have had any monetary function, and neither their date nor purpose has 
ever been satisfactorily explained. All appear to be cast, not struck, and they may well 
be from the same molds, though their state of preservation makes it difficult to be sure. 
They are unlikely to date from the late medieval period, when scyphate coinage was in 
normal use, and they have not the appearance of modem forgeries. They were perhaps 
official tesserae of the period — the Kushan coinage proves that the technique of making 
scyphate coins had already been devised — and fulfilled some ceremonial purpose analogous 
to that of the silver "coins” of the late seventh and early eighth centuries struck with 
solidus dies.

PHILIPPrCUS (Bardanes) 

4 November 711 - 3 June 713 

Bardanes became emperor as a result of his successful revolt against Justinian II, but 
his Monothelete sympathies and his attempts to reverse the condemnation of the heresy 
by the Sixth General Council cost him much popularity. His brief reign was one of military 
disaster, Asia Minor being invaded by the Arabs and Thrace devastated by the Bulgarians 
up to the walls of Constantinople. In the summer of 713 he was overthrown by a military 
coup, organized by the Count of the Opsikian theme, being seized during his siesta on the 
eve of Whitsunday and blinded before his household realized what was happening. 1 * 3 The 
next day his chief secretary Artemius, who had not been involved in the conspiracy, was 
crowned in Saint Sophia under the name of Anastasius (II), his first act being to blind 
and banish those responsible for the overthrow of his former master. Philippicus retired to 
the monastery of Dalmatoi, a common refuge of deposed emperors, where he died on 
30 January, the year being unknown. 8 

All our sources concur in placing the deposition of Philippicus on the Saturday of Whit¬ 
sun week, but the year is difficult to determine. Theophanes in one passage gives the 
length of the reign as two years nine months, and in another says that the emperor's 
overthrow occurred after he had reigned for over two years. 8 Both reckonings would imply 
the year 714, when Whitsunday fell on 27 May, though the nine months cannot be correct 
unless the reckoning were made from the date of Philippicus' revolt at Cherson, which may 
well have been some months before his capture of Constantinople. Against this are the dat¬ 
ing of the event by Nicephorus to the second year of Philippicus and by the deacon Agatho, 
in his account of the attempted Monothelete reaction and its failure, to the eleventh in¬ 
diction, i. e. 712/13; also the fact that no coins later than Year 2 are known. Since Theo¬ 
phanes’ dates are much confused at this period, Ostrcgorsky was originally in favor of fol¬ 
lowing his reckoning of the regnal years and placing the event in 714, 4 * but he subsequently 
revised his opinion 8 on the authority of Agatho, who as a high official in Saint Sophia is 
not likely to have been mistaken over the indiction, and has accepted 713. 

Philippicus' bust on his coins shows him wearing a loros and holding an eagle-headed 
scepter, this being the last time that this ancient consular symbol appears in Byzantine

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art. Its use may not have been entirely a matter of accident, for Philippicus’ rise to power 
was supposed to have been foretold by a dream some years previously in which he had 
seen his head overshadowed by an eagle, and about which his rash boasting had led 
Tiberius III to exile him to the island of Cephallenia.* There are, as usual, unexplained 
Constantinopolitan series of solidi, with B, T, or © following the offidna letter. The © con¬ 
tinues during the next reign, and T is known from several specimens, but B is rare; the 
correctness of Wroth’s reading for W. 5, however, is confirmed by a spedmen with ]B 
— the officina letter is obscure — in the Horsky Sale, lot 4805 (Hess Nachf., 30. iv. 17). 
The products of Italian mints during the reign are few, none at all being recorded for 
Naples or Rome. In Rome, indeed, the authorities reacted to the emperor’s Monothelete 
policy by refusing to use his regnal year in dating documents, to strike coins in his name, or 
otherwise to recognize him as emperor, 7 but this withdrawal of allegiance seems to have 
taken place only in 713—we are told that the news of Anastasius’ accession arrived from 
Sicily a few days after the failure of the exarch’s nominee to recover control of the dty — 
and solidi exist which were probably struck at Rome earlier in the reign. 

Margaret Thompson, in an article of 1940, 8 published and discussed the remarkable 
number of decanummia of Philippicus, almost all struck over half folles of Justinian II, 
found in the excavation of the Athenian Agora. She suggested that despite thdr mint- 
mark CON they might be products of a local mint at Athens. The difficulty of this hypoth¬ 
esis is that later coins from the same excavations, presumably from Constantinople, are 
overstruck on coins of Philippicus, and it is hard to accept the likelihood of substantial 
numbers of locally struck coins finding their way back to their place of origin if a Con¬ 
stantinopolitan overstriking has to be fitted into the sequence. In her publication of the 
Agora coins in 1954 she tacitly abandoned the theory and listed the coins, of which a few 
more had subsequently been found, as being from Constantinople, but the local occurrence 
of so many rarities is not yet explained. Bellinger suggests the possibility of some kind of 
damnatio memoriae being involved, since decanummia of Leo III are also frequently over¬ 
struck on Justinian II’s half folles, but the substitution of one denomination for another 
implies a revaluation like that carried out under Constantine IV and it may be that the 
explanation is really economic in character.

ANASTASIUS II (Artemius) 

3 June 713-715 

Artemius was a capable emperor, experienced in the affairs of government, and his 
choice of the name of Anastasius — the first emperor of this name had been, like himself, 
a civil servant — involved in itself a statement of policy. But his elevation in 713 had de¬ 
prived the representatives of the Opsikian theme of the power they had hoped to gain, and 
in 715 a large part of the army rose in revolt. Their candidate was a certain Theodosius, a 
local treasury official whose sole qualification for the imperial dignity was his name. After a 
six month siege the rebels managed to occupy the capital. Anastasius, more fortunate than 
his four predecessors, was permitted to abdicate and enter a monastery, but after the 
accession of Leo III he allowed himself to be enticed into a conspiracy and paid for his 
foolishness with his head. 1 

The precise date of Anastasius’ downfall is uncertain. The list of imperial obits gives his 
abdication as 1 June, 1 after a reign of two years, which would imply 1 June 715. Theo- 
phanes on the other hand gives him a reign of one year and three months, which would 
place it in September 714. He also (A. M. 6207) dates the accession of Germanus as patri¬ 
arch of Constantinople, apparently quoting from his act of appointment, as 11 August in 
the second indiction and second year of Anastasius. The indictional dating would corres¬ 
pond to ix August 715, which is not — if the earlier reckonings used here be correct — in 
Anastasius’ second year, but the passage at least implies that Anastasius was still emperor. 
No certain conclusion is possible in face of such contradictory evidence, but Anastasius’ 
downfall may be tentatively dated as the summer of 715. 

With Anastasius’ reign we again find coins from the full complement of imperial mints 
that had existed under Leontius, Tiberius II, and the second reign of Justinian II. The 
great majority of his Constantinopolitan coins have the emperor's name in the double form 
Artemius-Anastasius, but there was a rare initial group in which he used the name of Anas¬ 
tasius only. It is represented by a tremissis and by a silver strike from solidus dies which 
approaches a hexagram in weight and was presumably intended for some ceremonial pur¬ 
pose. A similar situation was to recur in Leo Ill’s reign, when a pattern solidus type of the 
beginning of the reign is only known from silver strikes and a rare issue of decanummia. 
Whether Constantinopolitan solidi in the name of Anastasius only were struck we cannot tell, 
but the existence of such coins from western mints suggests that they may have done so.

THEODOSIUS III 


715-717 

The last ruler before the accession of the Isaurian dynasty was an undistinguished treas¬ 
ury official. He was proclaimed emperor against his will by the soldiers of the Opsikian 
theme and after some months of civil war became master of the capital. 1 His exact dates 
are uncertain. It is usually believed that he became emperor in the autumn of 715 and ruled 
for a little over a year — there are coins dated Year 2 — abdicating in favor of the rebel 
general Leo III early in 717 and ending his days as a monk at Ephesus. His accession in the 
summer or autumn of 715 seems well established. Theophanes dates Leo Ill’s reign from 
March 25 of the fifteenth Indiction (i. e. 25 March 717), which is customarily taken to in¬ 
dicate the date of his coronation. 2 But another source gives 24 July as the date of Theo¬ 
dosius' deposition,® and it is possible that 25 March marks Leo’s assumption of the imperial 
title, not his occupation of the capital. 

The coins of Theodosius are very rare, though not as rare as might be deduced from the 
fact that the British Museum possessed none of his Constantinopolitan solidi when Wroth 
produced his catalogue. His portrait differs from that of preceding emperors only in costume: 
loros, globe with patriarchal cross (as under Justinian II), and akakia. The only abnormal 
solidi of Constantinople have a C following the officina letter; it replaces the 0 of the preced¬ 
ing reign and was continued under Leo III, its meaning being unknown. Gold was struck in 
the west at Syracuse, Naples, and Rome. The only coin of abnormal type is a Sicilian follis 
on which the Emperor is shown with a shouldered spear as well as a loros; the monogram is 
decisive for its identification. No coins have been recorded of the mint of Sardinia and none 
can be ascribed with any assurance to Ravenna, though it is probable that some were struck 
at least in the latter. The small silver coin of Ravenna, which Tolstoi attributes to Theodo¬ 
sius III (T. 14), is one of Tiberius III (above, p. 643, No. 47).

TABLE OF REGNAL YEARS, INDICTIONS, AND DATES 

Since Byzantine coins of the seventh century are frequently dated by either 
regnal years or indictions, the following table is given for reference purposes. 
The Chroniclers also use Anno Mundi dates, but these do not occur on coins. 
Dates Anno Domini were in the seventh century beginning to be used in the 
West, but not at Constantinople. The evidence for dates of coronations, deaths, 
depositions, and so forth is often contradictory, in part because of confusion 
arising from the overlapping of these various systems. The Anno Mundi was 
reckoned in several different ways, the day on which the year began being 
not always the same; the Indiction began on i September, the regnal year on 
the day of an emperor’s coronation. This frequently took place when he was a 
child and consequently preceded his real accession, i.e., the date at which he 
became senior or at least sole basileus, by many years. In the dating of official 
documents the regnal year was normally accompanied by the post-consular 
year, which in the end came to be reckoned from an emperor’s actual accession. 
Since consulships are only occasionally of importance in the context of seventh- 
century coinage they are omitted from the table. They are referred to, where 
necessary, in the text, as are the authorities for the dates given in the third 
column. 

Dates in terms of regnal years occurring on coins can be interpreted only 
in rather general terms. It would take some days, perhaps even some weeks, 
for appropriate dies to be prepared at the beginning of each new reign, and in 
the case of provincial mints the news of imperial accessions, or of changes 
of coin type at Constantinople, would arrive only after a certain lapse of time. 
In the case of western mints the delay might be as much as four or five months, 
especially in winter.

Principal Inscriptions, including Mint-Marks 
Byzantine coin inscriptions are so often blundered that no useful purpose would be 
served by indexing every variety that occurs. A full list of those on the coins of Phocas 
alone would run to over a page of print, and such variations as are important would be 
concealed in the resulting mass of trivial misspellings. 

Wroth solved the problem by indexing only a selection of inscriptions, those that were 
to some degree unusual. Bellinger indexed only the reverse inscriptions, which in the 
sixth century were less wayward than their obverse counterparts. Neither proceeding 
would be satisfactory for the coinage of the seventh century. The reverse inscriptions are 
in as great disorder as the obverse ones, and many coins are so badly preserved that only 
fragments of either are legible. However, an index of some sort is necessary. 

What is done here is to give the main inscriptions in what seem to be their standard 
forms, taking account of variations of substance—P€RP used instead of PP, AV9H sub¬ 
stituted for AVCC—but not of haphazard contractions, misspellings, and so forth, unless 
these characterize particular issues or mints and occur consistently, like VICTOA for 
VICTORIA on Class III of Constantine IV’s solid!. Conventional letter forms have in some 
cases been used in preference to those actually occurring on the coins—e.g., DN instead 
of 6N, dN, ON, etc.—in order to avoid creating the impression that the less usual forms 
are characteristic of particular inscriptions. Breaks between words have been normalized 
for the same reason (e.g., DN FOCAS P6RP AVC instead of DNFOC ASP6RPAVC). Officina 
letters, or letters that correspond to such, are omitted from solidi inscriptions, and date 
formulae on the copper are included only when they are of an unusual character. Occa¬ 
sional deviations from a strictly alphabetical order are due to the desirability of keeping 
closely related inscriptions together.

(b) Letters and Symbols, Other than Imperial Monograms 

The letters and symbols which occur on seventh-century coins are of such complexity 
that no single way of indexing them can be completely satisfactory. In the following list 
they have been grouped according to their position on the coin, even though this sometimes 
obscures the fact that letters in different positions may have the same meaning. 

The list includes imperial monograms only when these are accompanied by other 
symbols. Latin letters have been listed before Greek ones, though in practice it is not 
always possible to distinguish between them. Since the Greek S is normally the numeral 
six (stigma) it is placed betwen € and Z unless the sense requires another position. The 
list does not include ordinary officina letters. For letters or symbols after CON and CONOB, 
see Index IV.
